When I was at the Gordon Indiana 
Residential School yesterday the principal 
told me that the septic tank is going out of 
business, he has been having a lot of trouble 
keeping it working. The tank was put in 
years ago before the present building was 
constructed. 


I know little about septic tanks, 
and cannot give any estimate of probable cost 
if we dig into it. 


If yeu think the engineering branch 
at Prince Albert, which assists us sometimes 
regards water systems, could check up this 
system, I would be obliged if you ceuld usk 
them to send along one of their men. There is 
ne special rush about this matter, but if our 
sewage systems get out of order we may run into 
typhoid trouble.

I have your letter of the 29th ultimo with 
reference to the septic tank at the Gordon's 
Residential School. 


AS you are aware our estimates for the fiscal 
year 1940-4] have not yet been considered b 
Parliiement and at the present time I am unable to 
state what amount will be available for repairs, 
improvements and purchase of new equipment at the 
Gordon's School. I am hoping that we will be able 
to secure an amount of $700.00 for this school but 
eannot say definitely at the present time if this 
amount will be allowed. In the event of our 
securing it it will be necessary to charge against 
this appropriation the amount inourred in repairing 
the boiler. Consequently you will see that there 
will not be any large amount for other expenditures 
and our appropriation during the present fiscal year 
will be so limited that it will be impossible to 
expend more than specifically provided for each 
residential school. 


However, I am arranging with the Surveys & 
Engineering Branch to have one of their officers 
visit the school and report on the septic tank system 
but both the Principal and yourself should point out 
to this officer when he reaches the Gordon's School 
that the funds are extremely limited and that only 
very necessary repairs to the septic tank system 
should be considered.

Re: Inspection of Sewage System at 
Gordon's Residential School, 


You will recall that you forwarded this 
office for action a memorandum dated April 3rd, 1940, 
which ee hed received from Dr. MeGill repress en 
inspection required of the sewage dispos system at 
the above residential school particularly in regard 
to the condition of the septic tank. As we had no 
engineers in this vicinity, it was not possible to 
have an inspection made until recently when Mr. 
Snelson visited the Gordon Residential Seheol, and 
I attach copy of report received from him. 


There does not appear to be much comment 
( Pequired on Mr. Snelson's report as the conditions 
ere similar to those that have been found to exist 
in other cases, pone. both inexpert attention and 
maintenance of the original instellation end en ia- 
( erease in population served by the installation over 
and above thet for which the original installation 
was intended. 


Under the circumstances, we have no hesita- 
tion in recommending as preferable Mr. Snelson's Pro- 
posal A at an estimated total cost of $1,500.00. How- 
ever, if funds to this amount cannot be made aveilable, 
there does not seem any alternatiye than that et least 
the $700.00 required for Proposal B must be expended 
in order to at least partially and temporarily eliminate 
the trouble now being experienced with the old instella- 
tion.

Re: Inspection Sewage System at Gordon's 
Residential Jehool, Fumniohy, Sask. 


Aecompanied by the Indian Agent, Mr. J.W. Waddy, 
and the school principal, Mr. R.W. Frayling, I inspected 
the sewage disposal plent at the above school on July 10th. 


Mr. Freyling stated that the odor from the sep- 
tic tank and from ite outlet into a emall slough wes very 
bad at all times, that the septic tank had become so filled 
thet three pumpings were necessery to remove the sludge 
last r and thet at times the sewage backs up into the 
sehool building due to the tenk and outlet tiles becoming 
plugged. He stated also that they had upon several ooea- 
sions had to dig up the outlet tiling to remove broken 
tiles which were obstructing the flow. 


I found upon looking into the tank that the bell 
siphon wes not operating. The sewage was eseaping through 
the overflow vent. The conerete insides of the tank sre 
peared to be in bad condition. The soil of this loeality 
and especially thet region oosupied by the disposal field 
is a very heavy clay--quite unsuitable for the efficient 
operation of a disposal field. 


Upen examination of the plans of this septic 
tank received from your office I find that allowing for 
en eecumuletion of sludge to a depth of two feet there 
remains for effluent capacity an area 4’ x 6’ x12" © 
268 ou.ft. = 1600 gellons. At least a capacity of twenty 
gallons per cepitea is nes in the effluent volume. 
This old tenk when working with an unebstructed disposel 
field system would be good for 90 persons. Mr. Freyling 
stated that the maximum populetion contributing to this 
sewage system was from 156 to 150. The present tank is 
not only teo small but is working inefficiently due to 
leok of permeability of the soil of the @ispesal field and 
to a stoppage of the flow due to crushed or broken field 
tile. 


I would therefore mske the following recommenda~ 
tions. (a) That e new steel tank be purchaved and instelled. 
This tank te discharge inte the slough through e straight 
line of 6" tile. That an inexpensive home made ehlorine- 
tor costing about $10.00 be installed to pre-chlorinate the 
sewage and thus remove ell odors end that the eld tenk be 
eleaned out and the mein tile outlet to the slough be re- 
leid end broken or unsuitable tiling removed. This old 
system then to be used for leundry waste disposel. 


(bo) If there is insufficient funds to carry out the above 
recommendation I would then advise as an alternative that 
the old system be theroughly cleaned as to both septic 
chambers, concrete be repaired where necessary, and all 
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main tile lines be dug up, examined and replaced with 
new tiles where necessary, To this system should also

I am inelined to feel it would be preferable to secure 
Hell & Cameron of Regina, the firm from whom the battery 
was purchased in January, 1959. 


While the report fram the Globelite 
Batteries Limited states that the battery is deteriorating 
owing to overcharge they do not state any reason for this 
condition existing. 


It would be appreciated if you would 
advise me at once the battery is overcharging and 
in view of the etteched report, you should have tall & 
Cameron examine the battery immediately. Please advise 
when you have taken action in this matter.

The Department is in receipt of a report 
from the Globelite Batteries Limited in ch they advise 
as follows regerding the battery in the Gordon's Indian 
Residential Sehool: 


"Due to the operating conditions the 
battery is subjected to the positive plate material is 
shedding very rapidly. However we believe it will continue 
to serve you for some time. It is our suggestion, however, 
that it would be im your interests to have your lighting 
unit checked over very thoroughly by Mumford Medlend 
Limited because operating as at present you cannot expect 
anywhere near the normal life from the battery. Wo are 
sure if you had an expert from Mumford Medland Limited to 
go over the lighting unit you could make the necessary 
changes to prevent overcharging and thereby greatly add 
to the life and the efficiency of the battery. 


"Your present battery, whieh is a Globelite, 
type W135 - 56 Cell unit was purchased in March, 1939, ata 
cost of approximately $650.00 and would normally last for 
5 years or more. The condition of the battery now woulda 
pan that you cannot expect more than half of this 
service.” 


I should appreciate your advising me at 
onee the name and qualifications of the engineer at the 
Gordon's Seheol. Wheat has caused the battery to 
deteriorate so rapidly? You will note that the Company 
representative considers that it will not last longer 
then half its natural life.

Re letter 121-1-5 of Dec 16th re lighting 
plant and batteries at Gordon Indian Residential School 
I beg to say re fourth paragraph of letter noted I 
already called on Hall & Cameron to examine the batteries 
of the plant and they sené the expert of Globelite 
Batteries Limited to check up and his letter of Dec 7th 
to Mr. Christianson is the result of his checkup, 
therefore as far as that has gone we can figure the 
battery report as complete just now. 


The vertal report to me by the expert is that 
batteries are overcharging. This is caused by use of 
the two engines when laundry work is proceeding, they 
make more electricity than the batteries can stand, that 
is why the expert says check up our plant, and he asks 
that Mumferd Medland do this work as they are the agents 
for the Lister plant we use. I may say that all sorts of 
schemes have already been tried, I would not say any of 
them were any good, the overcharge goes on as usual.

In reference to work carried out last season at 
this sehool, the following report is submitted: 


The septic tank was cleaned out and the overflow 
and vent pipes renewed. The entire S-inch tile line from 
the tank to the slough was taken up, cleaned, and relaid to 
a true grade. Broken tiles - 120 feet - were replaced. A 
small chlorinator was installed in the boiler room and dis- 
charges into the sewer line to the septic tank. The tile in 
the disposal field, which was adequate for 30 or 40 persons 
only, was completely clogged and as it wes laid in a heavy, 
water-logged, clay soil, it was cut off from the main sewage 
line as quite useless. At present the chlorinated sewage dis- 
charges into a small slough. 


If at some future date the present errangements 
prove to be inadequate, a new disposal field will have to be 
constructed.

Lister Lighting unit checked over and it was found to be im good condition. 


It has always been our opinion that you would not find anything mechanically 
wrong with the plant. What we were chiefly interested in was to have the 
plant so that the battery would automatically cut out of the cireuit when it 
became fully charged. ‘The way you are operating now, ae we understand it is 
that you have jno automatic control cutti the battery When it becomes 
charged, The result that itis cue everyday eeds it or not, 
and given a particularly heavy charge when it is necessary to operate the 


laundry. 


An experienced engineer who is thoroughly familiar with operating the plant 


and the batteries could control this over charging to a large extent, but it 
would require a certain amount of attention during the time the plant is 
charging, but your real solution would be automatic control. 


This is one of the chief reasons why we suggested the Mumford Mediand Co, Ltd., 
checking the plant because they could make certain recommendations that would 


prove beneficial. 


In our letter of December 7, we were willing to acknowledge you would not 
receive the normal service from this battery, for this reason we proposed an 
adjustment when it was necessary to replace it. ile will supply a new battery 
for $454.72 f.0.b.

It is our suggestion, 
however, that it would be in your interests to have your lighting 

unit checked over very thoroughly by Mumford Medland Limited because 
operating as at present you cannot expect anywhere near the normal life 
from the battery. We are sure if you had an expert from Mumford Medland 
Limited to go over the lighting unit you could make the necessary chances 
to prevent overcharging and thereby greatly add to the life and the 
efficiency of the battery. 


Your present battery, which is a Globelite, type W135 - 56 Cell unit 

was purchased in March, 1939, at a cost of approximately $630.00 and 
would normally last for 5 years or more. The condition of the battery 
now would icate that you cannot expect more than half of this 

8 ine./ However to help you out we are willing to replace this battery 
when it comes time for replacement with a new one of the same size and 
capacity for $454.72 f.0.b. Winnipeg. 


The plant should be gone over very thoroughly before putting in 4 new 


battery, otherwise you will be up against the same problem that has 
existed in the past.

The sample of water was too small for ay de- 
tailed examination, but appeared to have traces of Calcium 
and Sulphate. These would not be particularly deleterious 
to the battery, and since there were no heavy metals I 
think that the source of the difficulty lies elsewhere 
then in the water, unless this sample of water was taken 
from a better supply than you usually use, (Mund Sa) 


The battery acid contains more iron than it 
should, otherwise it appears to be about the same as 
ugual when taken from the battery. 

It would appear that the manufacturers of the 
Globelight Batteries ought to investigate this matter 
more thoroughly for their owm satisfaction as well as 
yours, 


If there is any other way of which I may be of 
assistance, I would be pleased to hear from you further.

Re; Globelite Batteries. 


You will have received the result of the malysis 
of Hlectrolyte by Milton Hersey Co., Winnipeg through the 
Globelite Compmy. I will draw to your attention their 
notation on the assumption of Globelite that Well Water had 
been used and presumably the cause of the present condition 
of the Batteries. I want to point out that they ( the Globe- 
lite) have not any reason whatsoever to suggest such, and I 
have the right to think that the foreign matter found was 
not there when the sample was taken from this School. The 
Sask, Provincial Laboratories findings of the only water we 
use here for eyery purpose does not contain these solids 
shown by Milton Hersey Co., the copy of which is attached. 


Since I received the above feport from Mr. Waddy, I 
forwarded to Provincial Laboratories @ sample of acid taken 
from various Batteries just in the sahe way as that when 
taken from the School ad forwarded to Globelite, the only 
difference that the sample I sent was to the Public Provincial 
amalyst and that to Winnipeg to the party interested. I also 
forwarded a sample of Distilled Water used when the Batteries 
called for addition, the report of both being attached. thes 
water is purchased from Yorkton Bottling Co. 


The inference by the,Globelite Co. that Well pater 
was used leads me to think thy something happened e 
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sample reaching Winnipeg. There is not my water at all 
near the Batteries here but the Distilled Water mentioned, 
and I have just as much right (being responsible for every- 
thing here) to think there was interference in Winnipeg( md 
more so) than they have to suggest before the analysis by 
Milton Hersey that Well Water had been used in this School's 
Batteries, 


Hell and Cameron, Regina, I believe gave the guarmtee 
for the Batteries, but there does not seem to be any word from 
them, end it is usual for the compmy supplying to investigate 
such @ complaint of inferior goods and help to satisfy a 
customer, more especially where such a sum of money is involved. 


I don't think for a moment that they, Hell & Cameron 
ever saw these Batteries, but naturally benefited by the sale, 
and I would suggest that they also approach the Globelite Co, 
and use pressure to remedy the complaint, as Hall and Cameron 
are the firm from whom direct purchase was made. 


The department ( and rightly too) are always reminding 
us of the absolute necessity of strict economy which grates me 
to suggest that such a matter as this with the most definite 
proof of Faulty Production, force the replacement of these 
Batteries in their entirety,or a very substantial concession, 


In conclusion I imagine that even the Globelite Co, 
could make an error, amd the whole trouble could come from the 
Hlectrolyte before being put into the Glass Containers. 


This is a lengthy report, but is the only way to give 
the real honest facts of this serious trouble. The Batteries 
are in bad shape right now.

Gentlemen: 


This Department purchased Globelite batteries 
for the Gordon's Indien Residential Sehool, Punnichy, 
Sask., in 1933. Following a special report on the 
lighting plant at the Gordon's seheol submitted by 
Mumford Medland in 1935 a new set of Globelite batteries 
was placed in the school in September of that year. It 
was necessary to replace these batteries in January 
1939, and last fall we were again advised that the 
batteries had to be replaced. I have before me a copy 
of a letter dated December 7, 1940, and signed by your 
Sales Manager in which he states that he hes examined 
the batteries at the Gordon's School and that their 
condition indicated that we could not expect that the 
batteries would operate for more than half of their 
normal life. 


I think you will agree with me that the 
above condition is very unsatis: actory. The life of 
the batteries that we have purchased fron your firm 
is considerably below the length stipulated when 
purchase was made. A special examination made by an 
expert called in by the school authorities states: 


"It appears thet there is something wrong 
with the Electrolyte in these batteries." 


It was then suggested that an analysis of 
the Electrolyte be made by Milton Hersey Co. Ltd.

The Principal had the school water (which 
is lake waeee? by the Department of Public 
Health, Division of Laboratories, Regina, and their 
analysis is as follows:

The analysis of the water used at the 
school by the Provincial De tment of Public Health 
shows that if the water available at the school had been 
used it would not adversely affect the batteries. However, 
in order that no chance might be taken the Principal 
assures me that for several years past he has only used 
distilled water in the batteries. A sample of the dis- 
tilled water used in the batteries as well es a sample 
of the Elestrolyte was forwarded to the Department of 
Publie Health, Division of Laboratories, Regina. This 
is their report: 


"The sample of water was too small for 
any detailed examination, but appeared to have traces 
of Caleium and Sulphate. ‘These would not be particularly 
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deleterious to the battery, and since there were no 
heavy metals I think that the source of the difficulty 
lies elsewhere than in the water, unless this sample 
of water was taken from a better supply than you 
usually use.

It ie quite evident from the above that 
there is some factor which deteriorates these batteries 
and makes them very unsatisfactory for our purpose. It 
ie difficult for us to draw definite conclusions but 
the above reports are quite suggestive. 


This Department feels that at the Gordon's 
Sehool we have not received the service from the Globelite 
batteries that we have a right to expect and consequently 
we believe that the only fair way to deal with the matter 
is for your company to replace these batteries immediately 
without charge to this Department.

I am not at all sure, however, that we 
can authorize the purchase of the engine that appears 
to be necessary to operete the laundry machinery. 
There is in this year's estimates en item of $250.00 
for gmeral repairs at the Gordon School, and this is 
the only expenditure for which provision has been made, 
with the exception of an item set apart for the con- 
struction of a sewage disposal system. I should like 
to kmow if it is your intention to proceed with the 
construction of the sewage disposal plant at this 
school during the coming year. If it is not your 
intention to so proceed, consideration can be give 
to the purchase of the engine referred to in your 
communication. It would appear, from the records, 
however, that the present sewage disposal plant is 
inadequate for the school and should be reconstructed 
and enlarged.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter April 10th with 
regard to the 56 Cell 110 Volt Globelite Battery in the Gordon 
Residential School at Punnichy, Saskatchewan. 


We agree with you that you have not had anywhere near the 
guaranteed service of five years from this battery, in fact 

the actual life received from the battery is approximately 

24 months and we are prepared to credit you with three years 
unused service on the purchase price of a new battery. That 

is to say, the battery is guaranteed for five years and we 

will allow 3/5 of this as a credit. The Department will only 

be asked to pay for the actual service received from the battery 
and these are the customary terms outlined in our guarantee. 


We feel there are many reasons why this battery didn't stand up 
and give the service you have a right to expect, and when we say 
this we are not shirking our responsibility; and the fact we 

are willing to adjust on the basis of the actual service 
received from the battery is ample proof of this. 


As we pointed out in a previous letter your plant is connected 
up in such a way that you are charging and cycling the battery 
every day whether it needs it or not and on days when you 
operate the laundry charging is continuous while the laundry is 
in operation. These combined circumstances have resulted in 
the battery being constantly overcharged. 


We, of course, have brought this to the attention of Mr. Waddy 
and the Principal of the school and they are quite aware if they 
are to establish ideal operating conditions, it is necessary to 
have an automatic voltage control attached to the lighting unit 
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ae 


which will automatically cut the battery out of the cireuit 
when it becomes fully charged. You perhaps know the ideal 
operating conditions of any lighting unit can only be achieved 
when you have rest periods for four or five days. That is to 
say, a battery should be large enough to carry the load 
without charging for a period as stated above and it is only 
reasonable to expect the longer the battery carries the load 
without charging, the greater will be the life of the battery. 


The school Principal mentioned to the writer it has been 
necessary to change engineers frequently and it is very 
difficult to obtain the service of experienced engineers, 
more particularly engineers who are familiar with lighting 
units. This, we believe, in some measure has affected the 
erriciency of the battery. 


while the Blectrolyte in the battery now appears to contain 
impurities that are harmful to the battery, we feel certain 
that these impurities were not in the Electrolyte when the 
battery was received by the school, consequently it is not 

a manufacturing fault. We feel definitely sure of this 
because if there were any impurities it would naturally show 
up in other batteries manufactured at the same time and we 
have not experienced any trouble of this nature. 


We draw these various points to your attention Mr. Hoey not 
because we wish to avoid the issue but so that conditions of 
this kind can be guarded against occurring in the future. 


Your old battery was our type wl3, 270 Ampere Hour capacity, and 
gave you approximately 24 months service. As it was guaranteed 
five years you are entitled to 4 eredit of 3/5 of the original 
value on the purchase price of a new battery. 


We would recommend however 4 larger capacity battery, viz., 

our type W17, 360 Ampere Hour capacity, value $962.50. We are 
prepared to supply this battery for $450.00 f.o.b. Winnipeg 
which represents a discount of roughly 512. This is 
considerably more than 3/5 of the value ur present battery. 


In submitting this adjustment, we have tried to be entirely 
fair and if you will send your order direct to this office we 
will have shipment go forward immediately. The old battery 
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will automatically become our property and may be returned 
at our expense.

I desire to refer to your letter of the 
Zlst ultimo and previous correspondence in regard 
to the battery at the Gordon's Indian Residential 
School. we have communicated with the Globelite 
Batteries Limited and they ere prepared to supply 
a new battery at oppsounaserny 2/5 of the list 
price. This means that the firm recognizes that 
the battery at present in the school has not given 
as much service as could be expected.

In reply to your memoranda of May 21st 
and June llth relative to the above, I may say that 
the matter has been given very careful consideration. 
It was referred to our Engineering and Construction 
Service who in turn took it up with Mr. Snelson who 
was personally familiar with the situation and this 
has resulted in some delay. 


A brief review of the situation indicates 
that a 56-cell, 252 Ampere-hour Globelite battery 
ranteed for five years, was purchased in January, 
939, and after about two year's service was in very 
poor condition. 


The matter was investigated as thoroughly 
as possible but from the evidence produced it appears 
to be impossible to state definitely whether the fault 
lay in the electrolyte used or in the battery ek nt nie 
An analysis of the electrolyte showed that it contained 
harmful impurities and it was suggested that as calcium 
and reat salts were present, well water had been 
added to the cells. Principal Grayling, however, states 
that only distilled water obtained from a bottling company 
in Yorkton has been used, Analyses of this and the water 
used for ordinary purposes at the school showed no impurities 
which would be harmful to the battery. 


The Globelite Company claims also that the 
failure is the result of continued overcharging while 
operating the motor-driven laundry equipment, but Mr. A. Shaw, 
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investigating on behalf of the school, states that the 
lighting plant is in very good condition both mechanically 
and electrically, and has every facility to give a battery 
the best of care. Both Mr. Shaw and the Globelite Company 
have recommended the use of a battery of larger ca acity, 
300 to 360 Ampere-hours. We believe that this would 
ameliorate the situation but might not remedy it, as operat- 
ing conditions would remain the same. 


In your memorandum of May 21st you advised that 
the Indian Agent and the Principal of the school su gested 
that a 5-H.P. gasoline engine be purchased to sperate the 
laundry machinery.» This would relieve the batteries of this 
Toad, and Mr. Shaw offered to instal this complete for $186. 
If overcharging was the cause of the failure, this would be 
a remedy, and if the failure was due to other causes the 
reduction in load would tend to increase the life of the 
batteries. 


Mr. Snelson pointed out that since the com~ 
bined output of the two engines now installed at the school 
is 20 HP. it would not be economical to eliminate the 
-5 H.P. motor and incur the first cost and operating charges 
of another gasoline engine. Instead he recommended that the 


wiring at the switchboard and where pocoessry in the power 
house be so arranged as to permit ome out the battery 
a 


entirely during the time that the heavy laundry motor is in 
operation. This could be done by sending the current directly 
into the distribution system through a line bypassing the 
battery. By such an arrangement the battery would be at 

rest during the day, or when most heavy wor is done with 

the motors, and would serve mainly for lighting purposes. 

Mr. Snelson estimates the cost of such re-wiring with switches, 


and including labour, at $100. 


After due consideration the Chief Engineer, 
Mr. Mills, has recommended that advantage be taken of the 
Globelite Company's offer of a credit of three-fifths of 
the original cost of the battery representing the unused 
ortion of the guaranteed life, and the purchase of another 
2 Ampere-hour battery to be used for lighting purposes 
only, and a gasoline engine, as mentioned above, to operate 
the laundry equipment. The estimated cost of both would 
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be $596.40, less 60%, or $238.56, together with $186.00 
for the gasoline engine installation, making a total cost 
of $424.56. It might be noted that this is less than the 
Globelite er offer to supply a new 360 Ampere-hour 
battery at a cost of $450.00 f.o.b. Winnipeg. 


We concur in Mr. Mills' recommendation, though 
with some reluctance as the installation of another gasoline 
engine will cost $86.00 more than a re-wiring job an will 
be another item of mechanical equipment to operate and 
maintain. However, in view of the fact that the difference 
in cost is not very great, and after considering past 
experience and all the circumstances, we consider that 
this is the best policy. 


In this connection I would recommend that a 
careful record be kept of the internal condition of the 
new batteries as to amount of distilled water introduced, 
charge as determined by suitable hydrometer, deposition 
of sediment, etc., and that the plant engineer give the 
battery the exact care specified by its makers. Distilled 
water should be secured from only most reliable dealers.

It has taken some time to obtain the desired 
information, one reason for this being that the Surveys 
and Engineering Bronch, to whom the matter was sub- 
mitted, considered it necessary to have one of their 
field men visit the school. Advantage ~as also taken 
of Mr. Doweet's visit to western Canade to heave him go 
to the Gerdon's school and make a careful cheek of the 
mechani@al plant. for your information I enclose a 
copy of the report of the Surveys and Encgineering Franch. 


Mr. Doveet found that there is no 5 horse pover 
motor at this school. Up to the present the launtry 
has been operated by means of an overhead shaft fron the 
14 horse power Lister and not from the batteries, es 
intimated by Mr. Snelson. This evidently has been 
causing the overcharginc. 


On bis return Mr. Doucet discussed the whole 
matter with officials of the Surveys end Engineering 
Braneh, and it is considered that the following action 
will meet the situation satisfactorily: 


l. Take advantege of the Globelite Company's

Por various reasons beyond our 
control, it has taken some time to decide on the 
type of battery required at the Gordon's School 
but we have now made a decision and the Purchasing 
Branch is erranging to secure a new set of batteries 
at the earliest possible date. 


The whole electrical equipment should 
be re~-adjusted. This will necessitate operating 
the laundry equipment from the 6¢ H. P. Lister 
instead of from the 14 H. P. Lister. This can 
@asily be done by chancing the drive pulley from 
the 14 H. P. Lister to the 6$H. P. Lister and 
Shortening the drive belt. In addition, the 
electrical generator should be disconnected from 
the 6#H. P. Lister and operated indirectly by means 
of pulleys and belts.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter No, 121<-1-5 
of the 17th instant received by Air Mail in connection with the battery 
and electrical equipment at the Gordon's School, Punnichy. 


As soon as I received your letter I wired Mumford Medland 
Limited and received a wire in reply stating thet Mr. Range, of the 
Globelite Battery Company should be in Punnichy the next day. Also, Mr. Medland 
now informs me that he got in touch with the Globelite Battery Company immediately 
and they had received a Night Letter from Punnichy the dey before stating that 
Mr. Range, their traveller, was in Regina. Mr. Medland then telephoned 
Mr. Range here and asked him to go to Punnichy, which he did. This all happened 
about two hours before I received your letter, and he arrived back here in the 
city late last night whereupon he immediately came up to my suite and had a talk 
with me, as he was taking e train for Winnipeg. 


Here are the facts up to date. The battery in question, 
when at the peak load, should not show a discharge of more than 24 amps., 
whereas during the peak load it has been showing a discharge of from 35 to 
40 amps. In other words Mr, Frayling does not want te run the engines at 
hight and as @ consequence, with a peak load on,the batteries get run down 
every night and then they have to run the engine for from four to five hours 
to charge up the batteries. I also gathered that there was friction between 
the Engineer and the Principal because the Engineer told Mr. Range that he 
would be damned if he was going to work eighteen hours a day and he had put 
in his resignation. 


Mr. Medlend wired me today that he could send out a 

Mr. Montgomery, from Winnipeg, and this is the man that Mr, Range, of the 
Glebelite Batteries, told me he would like to see sent out as he is a first 
Class man, The cost will be $15.00 per day but as the diagram ead=pediess 
mentioned in your letter of July 3lst, addressed to Mr. Waddy, is not there 
and the pulleys are not there, there is no use sending Mr. Montgomery out. 
Therefore I wired Mr. Medland and informed him that I was writing today and 
he would receive a letter tomorrow morning. However, it hes developed since 
thet Mr. Shaw, at Lestock, has the diagram and he is forwarding it by today's 
mail to Mr. Waddy, at Punnichy. It also has been disclosed that Mr. Shaw

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ordered 4 pulleys, 1 shaft, end 1 hanger, from the Vulcan Iron Works, 
Winnipeg, about a month ago, and they have not been delivered as yet. 

In my letter to Mumford Medland Limited I asked them to get in touch 
with the Vulcan Iron Works and endeavour to get them to deliver this 
equipment immediately. I also asked them to send Mr. Montgomery out as 
soon as the equipment is delivered, and have him put the plant in first 
class shape, carrying out the instructions that ere contained in your 
letter of July 3lst, addressed to Mr. Waddy. I am sending a copy of that 
letter to them and asking that they advise me when their man will be 
leaving. 


I have further asked the Mumford Medland Company 
to have Mr. Montgomery give me a full report on the plant and write out 
the necessary instructions as to how the plant should be operated, for 
the Principal. I shall forward 4 copy of these instructions to the 
Branch and also to the Indien Agent. I also stated that I would be very 
glad if he would report on the capability of the engineer who is operating 
the plant at present.

With further reference to file 121 - 1 = 5, and at the request 
of Mr. Christianson, the writer made a special Trip to the 
Gordon Indian Residential School at Punnichy to examine the 
battery and equipment thet is cleimed was giving trouble. 

This special Trip was made under some very trying conditions 
as the Highways were all snowbound, However we realize that 
we have many installations with the Government and our policy 
has always been to render quick and satisfactory service. 


The report covering this inspection is as follows: 
The battery was found to be in an excellent condition 
and in our opinion there was no foundation for grounds 
to complain. The fault was not in the battery or the 
equipment but rather in the manner in which the elec- 
trical system is being operated. In the first place 
the writer was advised that it was necessary to keep 
charging the battery for several days to bring the 
specific gravity of the solution up to 1.275, Our 
instructions definitely state that the full charged 
specific gravity is 1.250. The operator of the plant 
as well as Mr. Frayling, the Principal of the School, 
were ignorant of the fact that the specific gravity 
should be 1.250 instead of 1.275. 


When the writer asked Mr. Frayling and the Engineer to produce 
the instructions that were sent along with the battery, they 
could not find same and as an excuse stated that they had not 
received any. We are definitely sure that these instructions 
were sent with the new battery. We are forwarding another 
copy today.

: fact that the engineer tried to bring the specific cravity up to 
» 2275, resulted in considerable unnecessary running of the plant 
and regardless of how long the charge was continued the gravity 
would not come up over the 1.250 mark. 


The plant that is being used at this school consists of Lister auto- 
matic equipment. Apparently the operators have not been operating 
this plent autometically but rather confined same to manual oper 
ation, Mr. Frayling stated emphatically that the reason for not 
operating the plant automatically was due to the fact that the 
switchboard was not right and the automatic features could not be 
used, ‘The writer questioned this and had the plant started up on 
several occasions by turning on a load which automatically started 
the engines. When this load was shut off the engines stopped auto~ 
matically. This was done several times and proved to Messrs. Fray- 

\ ling and waddy thet there is absolutely nothing wrong with the auto- 
matic operation. 


We further understand that peak loads at night run from 50 to 40 
Amperes and on various occasions the engines were not being oper 
ated to carry this load which resulted in the entire load being 
thrown over on the battery. 


Again our instructions definitely state that the engine and plant 
should be run when loads exceed 22 Amperes for manual operation, 
From this you will readily understand thet the peak loads that 
run from 35 to 40 Amperes are far in excess of what we recommend 
for a maximum discharge from this size battery. At this heavy 
peak load it is impossible for the battery to carry this heavy 
load for more than 44 to 5 hours without a very serious voltage 


\ drop causing a very noticeable dimess in lights. 


It was pointed out to Mr. Frayling as well as Mr. Waddy that if 
the school wishes to continue with manual operation, their pres- 
ent battery is too small as their heavy loads when taken from 
the battery exceed by far that which is recommended, 


Our recommendation is that the plant be run automatically for 
which it was originally designed. we would further recommend 
that an alteration be made to the equipment whereby the battery 
will carry larger loads before the engines cut-in to take care 
of the peak loads, At the present time theequipment is set so 
that the engines will automatically cut-in as soon as the load 
exceeds approximately 200 Watts, and the engineswill continue to 
operate until the load again drops to 200 Watts before they stop. 
We would suggest that the relays be adjusted so that the engine 
will cut-in at around 500 or 600 Watts and continue to carry loads 
in excess of this with ea surplus for recharging the battery and 
then cut-out when the load again drops to this point of 500 to 
600 Watts.

In other words, this would mean that the battery would carry the 
small loads and the plant would take care of the heavy loads. 
Then if it is found that this operation will not keep the battery 
fully charged, an extra charge can be given on days when the 
laundry is being operated to compensate for any such loss. 


Tt was also pointed out to the writer that the school is burn- 
ing out electric light bulbs as fast as they install them, This 
responsibility rests entirely on the operator of the plent as 
the plants are equipped with Rheostats to control the voltages 
By permitting the voltage to rise up to 145 and 150 Volts which 
has been the case, it is only reasonable to expect that electric 
light bulbs will burn oute 


ur. Christianson from the Department of Indian Affairs in Regina, 
Saskatchewan, has requested the writer to get in touch with the 
Mumford-Medland Company of Winnipeg, who are the people who in- 
stalled these plants, to send their service man to Punnichy to 
check over the plants as well as the switch-board and also arrange 
for alterations on one of the plants for laundry operation, as per 
sketch sent by your Department.

Batteries Ltd.on Nov. 24th. 

Paragraph (2). “Mr. Alex Shaw of Lestock, electrical engineer engaged by 
the department for installing the new batteries, and overhauling the 
Lister Ingines is entirely responsible for this stated specific gravity 
of 1.275.He ordered the school engineer to run the Lister engines for 
three days until the 1,275 was obtained.It could not be done. 


Paragraph (3). There were no instructions given with these new batteries 
unless Mr.Shaw, who unpacked them, took such instructions away with him, 
With the previous batteries two sets of instructions were given, one of 
which was in my office, and when the duplicate could not be found in the 
engine room,I immediately went to the office and gave it to this Mr. Ramg 
who told the engineer to tack it on the wall; and there it has been since 
Mr,.Waddy was present, and Mr.Ramge said that these instructions were 

for the 240 ampere batteries; the present ones are 270 ampere. 


Paragraph (5). The automatic device worked after being tinkered wilh 
whilst ar.Ramge was here, but at 5.O0%clock p.m.it would not respond, 
and Mr,Shaw could not make it operate.

Dear Sir: 


With reference to the LISTER Fully Automatic Lighting 
units at the Gordon Anglican Indian Residential School, 
Punnichy. As you know, the trip was made by the writer to 
check and report on the condition of these units, 4s well as 
the advisability of following out the suggestions of dis- 
connecting the generator from the engine of the smaller unit, 
and by a series of pulleys and belts, drive the generator 
disconnected and the engine to be reconnected through a series 
of pulleys to drive the laundry equipment. 


, In dealing with this suggested change as per the 
‘\ (Department Engineer's suggestion, we do not agree with it at 
‘1 all in that the automatic features of this particular unit 
\would have to be disposed of. This in turn disrupts the 
automatic features or the second and third unit. Secondly, 
the existing load of the schocl can be carried 90% of the time 
by the small unit which the Department proposes disturbing, 
resulting in the larger unit having to be operated. This 
dnvolves additional gasoline, oil, double the amount of parts, 
etc. which greatly increases the general upkeep and operation 
of the plants. 


Thirdly, it places the school where they have only 
one unit as a source of electrical supply which, in my 
estimation is not adequate for this type of an Institution, 
for in the event of failure of the remaining unit, if this 
plan was carried out, this would res ult in the lighting supply 
having to be drawn from the battery, which would only take 
eare of it for a very short period of time, and this would have 
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We now submit our proposal, together with a rough 
sketch of the installation of same, in the space available: 
Instead of disconnecting or disturbing the present lighting 
system in any way from the present, that an additional gas 
engine be installed to take care of the laundry equipment. 
This will eliminate the problem of excessive charging of the 
batteries during the time the laundry e4 1ipment is being used. 
In other words, the launiry equipment will be a self-contained 
unit and in no way included with the existing lighting ‘ygheae 


Qur suggesfion is to use a light high speed air cooled 
motor with a reduction clutch, and why we recommend this type 
of engine is to minimize the amount of space reyuired by the 
engine. 


We attach a plueprint as previously mentioned, covering 
the stand and location of the stand for the above type of 
engine, and we quote separately on a suitable engine together 
with stand and fittings. 


With reference to the condition of the electrical 
equipment as found by the writer. To our knowledge the 
electrical system (and when we say electrical systeu we refer 
to the switchboard and the electrical contacts, etc. on same) 
has never been adjusted or serviced since around 194%, and we 
would point out that this in our opinion is wonderfully good 
service for this type of equipment. We found the various clapper 
switches and solenoid coils, etc. needed minor adjustments. 

It also necessitated the replacement of one coil and two 

carbon brushes. Various contacts were dirty, which were cleaned, 
and after checking the board over carefully it then functioned 
very satisfactorily. 


The position the Board was found in was that at times 
the automatic would work quite satisfactorily but at other times 
due to the condition of various contact points, etc., would 
not function as it normally should. Therefore it was getting 
to the point where it could not be relied on 100% with regard 
to automatic starting and stopping. 


With reference to the batteries. As you no doubt 
know, there has been installed a new set of batteries at this 
school. Suitable instructions have been issued by the Globelite 
Co., amd the writer gave all the information he could on the 
proper upkeep and care of the pattZeries to the present operator. 


It would appear to us that one source of the difficulty 
at the school in regard to the battery failures has been the 
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fact that the laundry equipment was driven off the engine of 

the large electric generating unit.. This resulted at times in 
an overcharge of the batteries which would have its most 
damaging effects during the summer months, and if our suggestion 
for driving the laundry equipment is carried out, this would 
eliminate this difficulty. 


With reference to Mr. Frayling, Principal of the 
School. We have only this to say, we believe Mr. Frayling 
is very conscientious and worries considerably about the 
various equipment in the school, and it is not to be expected 
that he should be a qualified man in all phases of the school 
activity. Therefore he has to rely somewhat on his engineers 
for the care which is given the various equipment. This care 
it is possible has not at times been 100%, and in this we refer 
to the batteries only. What we mean is that considerable care 
is required to properly take care of a battery in regards to 
charge and discharge, cycling, and over-charge, and is something 
that has to be taken care of at regular intervals. 


However, Mr. Frayling was very interested to get 
all the particulars in regards to this and no doubt will be 
ina better position to know if his engineers are carrying out 
his instructions. 


We trust we have covered the existing conditions at 
the School to your satisfaction and are sorry for the delay, but 
the writer did not get back to Winnipeg as early as anticipated.

Te Venerable archdeacon J,X,Irwin has forwarded me your 
letter to him dated Dec.4th 1941, with an enclosure of a copy of a 
letter from Globelight Co.Ltd. 


I mailed to you via "Air Mail",a letter, answering the 
Globelight letter of November 28 th, which should have reached you 
not later than the 30th. four days before your letter to the 
Archdeacon. My letter of explanation is such, that a copy might 
have accompanied the Globelight letter, which would perhaps have 
conveyed a not 80 neglectful impression.I mehtion this instance 
as it seems to me that any other opinion or suggestion is accepted 
but mine. I am on the spot all the time and know what is what; the 
other man comes along and runs off aline of stuff that is taken for 
fact instead of with suspicion; he sells the goods,I point out the 
defects, and get nothing but grief for doing what I am supposed to 
do i.e.look after the interests of the school and study economy, 


Reverting to the question of economy;it is through my 
interest and suggestion of allowance that the Department saved 
$378.00 on the present batteries: the former batteries cost $6 30.00 
and the present ones $252.00. A mistake is also made regarding 
batteries supplied to the school: those recently installed make 
the third set in eleven years, aid on the guarantee with these it 
should be 1946 before renewing. 


Mr.Montgomery (Mumford & Medland expert) recently here, 
in his report recommends the use of am aditional unit for laundry 
service: this was suggested by myself (tho' not a engineer) years 
ago; which is somewhat 4 proof that I am not entirely ignorant of 
the condition,or so lax in my duty and interest as might be 
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, in your letter. 


For considerable time it seems that an absolute effort 
has been on foot from some source to do nothing else but find 
fault with this school and myself, and from various correspondence, 
that this school costs the department far more than any other 
Residential School. Me cost far in excess of anything here is 
the recent new roof on the Muscowequan R, 0, School; en tailing I would 
imagine, some $1,500.00 to $1,600.00; and this on a more recent 
structure.( Our roof has leaked and been repaired without mention). 
It makes me wonder if the Principal of this R,(.school is censored 
to the same degree as myself when retrovations are needed. 


Every instruction given vy the Department as to this school 
has been carried out;economy is enforced in every detail. Take the 
water question of some two years ago;I had am estimate from 
Smith Bros.& Wilson for a contract not to exceed $1,700.00:you will 
know what it cost;I believe nearly three times this figure! Where 
is economy?. The Buildings here, School, Barns, Root House, etc.et*. are 
second to none in the Dominion so far as upkeep: and the yearly 
interior decorations have never cost the Department one cent. 


I appreciate your having written the Venerable archdeacon; 
he being a past principal of this school knows much of the 
difficulties that arise, but not to the same extent as myself, as 
funds during his term were more plen tiful than since 1930. 


May I conclude with the request that past correspondence 
be well perused before sentence is passed;as I firmly believe any 
Judge of the British Courts would exonerate me from all blame in 
this matter after the evidence on the Department files since 1933 
was examined. It makes me think that if one sat in the office all 
day and let things take their ordinary course it would be more 
agreeable;But when one has a sense of honor for ones duty itis a 
difficult matter to just sit still and be satisfied.It is most 
hurtful to know that someone is always having a dig at you for some 
unknown reason, and doubly so when there is no foundation for such, 
as in this lighting plant complaint. 


In duty bound I am compelled to write this letter that the 
Lord Bishop of Qu' Appelle, and the Venerable archdeacon should 
fully know the strained conditions under which I an working, and 
your misconception of my endeavour to carry out the duties of a 
Principal.

With reference to yours of the 13th inst. in 
connection with the Lister Automatic Lighting Units at the 
Gordon Indian Anglican Residential School. To familiarize 


you somewhat with the automatic eguipment at this school, 
the operation of the units is as follows: 


The small unit will start up at a certain wattage 
and the setting as to the amount of wattage can be varied. 
After the small unit has reached its total capacity the 
large unit starts up. The little unit then stops. The large 
unit carries the load until such time as it becomes fully 
loaded. ‘Then the small unit starts up and they both run 
together on the peak loads. As the load starts to reduce the 
first plant to stop is the little one. As a further reduction 
in the load takes place the big unit stops and the little one 
starts, and the little unit continues to operate until such 
time as the load drops below the wattage setting of the relays. 


With this information you will readily see that 
disturbing any portion of the connections of one or other 
unit disturbs both units as they are inter-connected. This 
is why we are opposed to the plan of disturbing the existing 
set-up in any way from present. 

With reference to your suggestion of a switch on 
the batteries so that they can be discontinued when the large 
unit is operating the laundry equipment. This again disturbs 


the automatic relays, etc,, for you must have a nominal charge 
going through into the batteries and the voltage of the unit 
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running must be sufficiently high to also operate the various 
automatic coils, so that to add a switch to discorinect the 


batteries cannot be done. 


The only alternative that we can offer is that during 
the days that they are washing that the rheostat on the large 
unit be turned back to the lowest point possible at which the 
automatic relays, etc. will still continue to function. This 
would possibly mean that at this lowest point there would still 
be approximately 5 amp. of a charge into the batteries. if 
the school can arrange the special charging of their batteries 
so that during this period of washing this charge, or even a 
greater charge can be utilized without damaging the batteries, 
then they could possibly get by without any alteration from 
geoeers arrangements. We believe that this is possible and that 
hey would get about 60% satisfaction. During the writer's 


. visit he outlined this possibility to the present engineer. 


We trust be above covers the yuestions raised in your 
letter.

In reference to your memorandum of the 27th instant trans- 
mitting a copy of a memorandum fran Dr. McGill regarding Principal 
Frayling’s oriticiem of Departmental action in installing the intake 
for the water supply, I might say that the Principal's statement 
thet “the Department project was an absolute failure" is not under- 
stood by our officers, If the Principal is referring to the original 
Departmental proposal then seme cannot be said to have been o failure 
because it was never carried out in ite entirety. If the Principal 
ie referring to the work as constructed by the Department then his 
statement is not understood by our officers as the system, as in- 
stalled, has functioned satisfactorily up to the date of inspection 
by Mr. Wallace last fall and the extract from the Principal's letter 
to the Director of the Indian Affairs Branch does not make any state- 
mont regarding any unsatisfactory functioning of the system at the 
present time. 


Reviewing this project briefly, as you are aware from pre- 
vious memoranda, Mr. Swan's propesal was to construct a concrete well 
with perforated wall and lead the water to it through a trench filled 
with gravel and sand to act as a filter, His estimated cost for this 
was $1,700.00. Mr. Dempster's proposal was similar but had the added 
feature of a five-inch pipe line laid in the bottan of the trench 
under the gravel f111. This proposal was preferred because it pro- 
vided the advantage of a more assured supply. There is said to be 
considerable silt in the water which might in time interfere with the 
flow through the gravel bed. The estimated cost of this scheme was 
$2,850.00. If from this figure the estimated cost of the pipe install- 
ed, amounting to $400.00 as given in Engineer Dempster’s estimate, is 
deducted, then $2,250.00 is obtained as Mr. Dempster's estimate for 
the seme whom as Mr, Swan estimated at $1,700.00. 


With reference to the Principal's statement that if Mr. 
Swan's scheme had been accepted it "would have cut down the costs very 
considerably" it is obvious that this could only be the case on the 
assumption that the work could have been carried out for Mr. Swan's 
original estimate. in this connection Mr. Swan's information was 
evidently erroneous as Engineer Dempster in his report dated October 
Tth, 1935, states as follows: 


“Sith reference to the water supply for the above school, 
the area of the lake from which the water is taken is approxi- 
mately twenty-four acres as compared to thirty-five acres men- 
tioned by Mr. Swan. The enclosed plan shows the traverse of the 
lake and alse the profile of the lake bottom taken by Mr.lasorka. 
You will note that Mr. Swan states that a depth of twelve feet is 
found at forty or fifty feet fram the shore line. From Mr.Lasorka’s 
soundings it can be seen that a depth of twelve feet is reached 
at a distance of one hundred feet from the shore.”

We concur in the opinions expressed 
by Mr. Mills. 


It should particularly be noted that 
there is no fundamental difference belneen the project proposed 
by Mr. Swan and what was actually installed by the Department, 
as Mr. Mills has explained, and this installation appears to be 
functioning satisfactorily. 


With regard to the Principal's statement 
that Mr. Swan's scheme "would have cut down the costs very con- 
siderably", Mr. Mills has explained in some detail the erroneous 
information on which Mr. Swan presumably made his original estimate. 
It is reasonable to assume that Mr. Swan's estimate based on this 
mis-information, would be inaccurate.

This matter has been discussed with officers of 
our Dominion Water and Power Bureau, but they are unable as yet to 
predict any definite improvement in water runoff conditions in the 
area concerned, for the immediate future, although they are hopeful 
that such will take place. 


As far as any other possible water supply is con- 
cerned, your attention is drawn to my memorandum of August 23rd 1938, 
transmitting a memorandum from the Chief Engineer, and a orny of a 
py prepared by Mr. Dempster. Mr. Deupst Pp 
ca 


er considered it practi- 
le to bring water from Fort Lake, a distance of about 34 miles, 

at an estimated cost of about $10,000.00, through a 2-inch pipe 

laid on the surface of the ground. 


The estimated cost of this pipe alone was $6,600.00, 
which night be insufficimtat present prices, Even if $10,000.00 or 
more could be secured for such a project, it would appear doubtful 
if authority could be secured for the purchase of so much steel for 
this purpose under present conditions. 


It would therefore seem that the only course is 


to leave the matter in abeyance for the present, in the hope that 
increasing rainfall will take care of the school's needs.

However, Mr. Waddy secured a quotation 
from a man who is in charge of the lumber company at Semans. This 
man puts in cement linings in all old tanks and they stand up well. 
The Agent quotes that he knows of one such repair which lasted for 
nine years and is still as good as ever. This lumber company 
offers to do the work for $27.25. I am attaching a tender which 
has been secured from this Company. I do not know whether these 
repairs should come under the jurisdiction of the school or if 
the Department have to attend to this.

I thought it would be of interest to you 
to know that the recently installed Gas Ingine for laundry service 
is proving successful, the cost of same being $165.00 bought from 
the Mumford Medland Co. This system I suggested in 1932 since which 
time three sets of Globelight Batteries have been replaced costing 
some $2000.00, The saving in Gas alone is 135 gallons per month, and 
I imagine the batteries will now give the life of the guarantee 
Fis. 5 years and an apparent saving of 1600 gallons of Gas per year. 


The reason for my giving the above statement 
is that it is a proof that there are times when the man on the spot's 
views should be given some consideration (this means the principal). 
The same applies to the water system, I don't wish to imply that I am 
an engineer or an authotity in any way, but I do wish to emphasize 
the fact that ecomomy and interest is taken in everything pertaining 
to this school.

Dear Sir: 


You will recall I reported to you 
some time ago that the Venerable Archdeacon Irwin called at this 
office after visiting the schools in the Qu'Appelle Diocese. He 
reported on certain matters that were not satisfactory to the Indian 
committee, and amongst these was the water situation at the Gordon 
school. 


Last Thursday efternoon I visited 
this institution with the new agent, Mr. R.S. Davis, who was trans- 
ferred from Sarlton to Touchwood, and while there we went over the 
water situation at the school. 


P To go back a few years, when the 
first institution was abandoned and a new school was going to be 
built, which later burnt down, we drilled several wells. This is 
only from memory but I know on several occasions I was at the well 
site where they were drilling and we spent a great deal of money on 
dry holes, finally arriving at the conclusion thet it was impossible 
to find water by drilling. ‘Therefore the present site between two 
small lakes was chosen. 


There is no need for me to go into 
@ long-winded report as you have the blue prints of the water situation 
at the school on file in Ottawa. The lake is approximately 300' from 
the school and an intake has been built in the lake where the water 
flows through gravel and is pumped up to a large underground tank beside 
the school. From there the water is pumped on to a large pressure tank ‘ 
in the basement and this pressure tank supplies the building with water. 
At one end of the pressure tank there is e filteration tank and from 
there the water flows through the pipes into the building. ‘Therefore 
you will see by this that everything has been done to safeguard the 
water. The Principal edmits that once in while there is a little 
odour from the water but he has had samples analyzed by the Provincial 
Government here in Regina and the water has been found to be satisfactory 
for human censumption.

OTTAWA, Ont. Since the school was built the lake..... 
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@ Since the school was built the lake 
6 gone down @ great deal, in fact several feet. This is due to the 
extremely dry weather we experienced for over ten years. Last Summer, 
however, the lake was continually rising and is now 19" from low level. 
If we have a quantity of snow this Winter no doubt it will continue to 

rise. This lake is probably one mile to one mile and a querter in 
Circumference and hills surround it on practically all sides sloping 
gradually towards the lake. Therefore you will understand when there 
ia a heavy rain or snowfall the water from these hilis runs into the 
lake. No cattle or horses are watered in the above lake as there is 
another small lake on the opposite side of the school that furnishes 
the water for the livestock that are kept at this institution. 


I think our Branch has done everything 
in its power to safeguard the weter supply and have taken the only 
means possible to supply the school with water. If the lake in question 
went dry or the water became polluted, it would be a question of closing 
the school because, as I have said before, it was found impossible to 
locate water by drilling in the vicinity of the location of the school. 
However, as the water is 19" higher than it was last year, with extremely 
heavy rains similar to those we had during the past summer and probably 
some heavy snowfalls, it should not be many years until the lake again 
reaches its high level. 


Therefore, in my opinion, Providence 
will very likely take care of the water situation at the Gordon School 
for many more years to come, particularly since the rainy seasons seem 
to be on again. ‘This last Summer was the wettest we have experienced 
for years.

With reference to the Lister generator which 
you sent in to us for repair recently and also our 
Mr. W. J. Montgomery's subsequent trip to Punnichy to 
correct the trouble experienced after the generator 
was re-installed. We have pleasure in giving you a report 
on this plant as follows:- 


When the generator arrived in here, we found 
that the starting winding on top of the main field coils 
had been very badly heated and, in our estimation, the 
eause of this wes due to the insulation being « ld and t 
fi lly, i a starting period, the insulation broke 


down, causing excessive current to be carried in the wir- 
ing, thus burning any insulation that was of any value, 


We carried out this repair and also repaired the 
main winding in places where this had been damaged by the 
heat from the starting winding. 


When Mr, Montgomery arrived, he checked over the 
connections and these had been replaced correctly between 
the generator and the switchboard when the former had been 
re-installed. The automatic equipment on the switchboard, 
however, had apparently suffered some abuse when the winding 
in the generator field burned out. In consequence, correct 
sequence of operation of this fully automatic equipment could 
not be obtained. 


You will appreciate from the foregoing that the main 
eause of the trouble was deterioration of the equipment,

I wish to inform you that I visited the Gordon's School 
this last week and it was brought to my attention thet the flues 
in the boiler had been leaking. Your of them were leaking so badly 
thet they had to be plugged. There are sixty-four flues in the boiler 
and they are in two sections. There are thirty-four flues in the 
bottom section and until they are gone over by « boiler maker I do not 
know whether the sixty-four flues will have to be removed or just the 
bottom thirty-four. 


I have deen in touch with a boiler maker in the city here, 
namely the Northwestera Iron Works and they tell me they can do the 
work. They may have the necessary flues on hand but if they have not 
it often takes two or three months to do this. Therefore I would ask for 
authority to go on with this work as soon as the school closes for the 
Sumer holidays. 


It is understood that if it is only necessary to put in the 
lower section this is all that will be done at the present time but 
we want to be prepared so that if it is found necessary to put in the 
upper section also this can be done at the same time.

On October 16th last the writer visited the above 
school to in further information regarding its water supply. 
The following conditions were noted: 


The water level in both the lake and well stood at 
elevation 90.0 feet indicating a drop of 1.2 feet since April 
20th of this year. A pumping test was made similar to that 
carried out last spring. It took approximately one hour to 
lewer the water from elev. 90.0 to elev. 85.5 (i.e. bottom of 
outlet pipe) in Chamber "A" and to elev. 86.5 in Chamber "B". 
4a was the case this spring all inflow to the well occurred 
thro the lowest row of 4 holes at elevation 85.7; this 
row of holes run full and with considerable force. t was 
discovered that the upper rows of holes below water level were 
not pl within the wall of the well so it would appear that 
the filter gallery is clogged above the lowest row of holes. 

It was learned from the engineer of the school that dw ing 

this fall, for average consumption of water, it was necessary 

to pump the well twice er to maintain the sehool reservoir 
full. This spring one pumping operation was sufficient. An 
attempt was made to see if the 6" G.I. inlet pipe could be 
utilized to draw water from a greater depth. e wooden plug 
covering the end of this pipe within the well was removed but 

ne flow ocourred, indicating either a plug at the other end 

ef the pipe or the pipe clogged with earth or some other material. 
fo make use of this pipe then it would appear necessary to t 
excavate part of the filter gallery in order to remove any plug 
er dlean the pipe, as the case may be. This would entail 
excavating possibly 60 eubic® yards of gravel, some sheet pile 
work, and dewatering a portion of the gallery. Thereis at 
present about 5 feet of water over this pipe. The above 
operation apart from being expensive, would only draw water from 
@ greater depth of 0.9'. It is feared that should the above 

work be done in cold weather the filter bed would freeze during 
operations and thus cut off the supply completely.

Attached is a my Oe a report, in duplicate, dated 
November Srd by Mr. 0. J. eater, & member of the staff of 
the Water Power Bureau in Winnipeg, relating to the weter supply 
at the above school. 


In a covering letter, dated November Srd, Mr. Gow 
states as follows:~- 


"You will note from this memorandum that the elevation 
of the lake has dropped 1.2 feet since April 20th of this year 
and thet the water supply situetion has accordingly deterior- 
ated considerably ut the year. It would appear, how- 
ever, that there is emple water supply at the present time and 
thet’ the lack of flow thecush the upper rows of holes into the 
well was not caused by frost penetration. We are hopeful 
therefore, thet a continuous weter supply will be availedle 
for the Institution throughout the pin tol winter. However, no 
pero yr oan be given that failure of the water supply will 
not oceur. 


It is now apparent that the filtration gallery is 
choked with silt, exeept for a seam which supplies water to the 
lewest row of holes in the well. When this seam finally silts 
up, no water will reach the well. 


As the pressure of water entering thro the lowest 
row of holes is relatively high and as the ice will tend to keep 
the silt from being stirred up, total failure of the water supply 
is unlikely to oceur this winter although, of course, no definite 
asesuranse can be given in this connection. However, unless there 
is a heavy fall of snow this winter and rainfall next yeer, there 
is a possibility of failure next year due to the low water level 
-. the lake, combined with win Bye which might result in

The telephone line from the edge of the Reserve to the 
School is in very bad condition. Yesterday the telphone was off 
for several hours, and on investigation we found a post down, rotted 
away and there are several other posts in a similar condition, and 
it is very evident that the line will very shortly be altogether out 
of order, for\ this and several other défects. The telephone is 
a convenience and necessity for the School as well as for the 
4ndians on the Reserve who constantly use it, especially in the 
case of sickness. I shall be very grateful if you will take 
this matter up with the Department of Indian Affairs. The 
financial position of the School will not permit us to reapir this 
line ourselves, which will cost, probably from $3500.L0 to $400.00

Thia sohool has gone down a lot and Mr. Dance has had a lot of 
trouble with staff as he took over when all the trouble was on 
switching Principals ete, during the school year, something which 
should never have been done until the start of a new school year. 
Since he has taken over he has improved conditions as far as farm 
ing goes as he has put in more crop and done some suumerfallow, and 
if given half a chance will no doubt make a success of it as he is 
very interested in his work and is very energetic. However it is 
very hard for a man of 57 to make over a position like this without 
previous experience, and in my opinion is a job for a younger man, 


The education of the children is the same as it was before, 
absolutely no improvement has been made. This was G@ne~of the things 
I understood the Department was anxious to get rid of Mr. Frayling 
for. However, in my opinion, the children of this school have been, 
and are now receiving, as good an education as children in any 
other boarding school. 


Considerable repairs are needed and will have to be done in the 
near future. However this school is in wonderful condition for the 
amount of money spent on it by the Department in the last 12 years.

Shellow wells might be developed in the locelity by 
intensive exploretion end testing with en suger but it is my 
opinion thet several of these would be necessery to supply the 
school. ech would probebly heve to be located in e seperete 
dreinege besin to insure continuity of supply so it is not likely 
thet one pipe line would serve more then one welle I do not 
think open ditches for cerrying the smell quentities of water 
involved would be practiceble es most of the water would be lost 
by absorption into the soil. The topogrephy in this locelity is 
rolling with poorly developed neturel dreinage. In running the 
survey from the well, 1h miles south, four undreined depressions 
were orossed verying in elevetion from 95 to 114, and five inter- 
vening summits verying from 129 to 146 in elevation; which is 
feirly representetive of the country south of this school. The 
school itself is on high ground end I do not believe eny well 
water could be found which would run to the school by grevity.- 

In eny scheme using shellow wells, I would suggest conducting the 
water to the concrete well in preference to the leke es sufficient 
weter to-reise the leke level meterielly is not likely to be found.

The problem then is to confine the lake or e portion of it to am 
ares sufficiently small thet the evaporation loss will not be 
serious end sufficiently deep thet weed ond elgse growth will not 

be a nuisence. One method of doing this would be to construct 6 
dugout or reservoir et the side of the leke. A reservoir 40 feet 
wide and 290 feet long ot the bottom, ot elevetion 60, with 5 tol 
earth slopes extending upwerd to elevetion 100, would hold about 
700,000 cubic feet or 16 scre-feot of weter pelow elevation 80, 

the level of the leke bottom. About 60,000 cubic yerds of materiel 
would heve to be removed from the lake shore end bettom end deposited 
in the form of « levee about 250 feet off shore to construct the 
reservoir. The surfece eres of the weter in the reservoir at oleve~ 
tion 80 would be sbout 1.5 seres, so thet the eveporation loss 
would be about 4 scre-feet per yeer in the reservoir. 


If this reservoir were constructed, I would not enticipate 
thet it would hold ell the weter in the lake end the two would be 
at about the same level, connected by either s culvert with @ con- 
trol gete or by ® porous grevel gallery through the eerth fill. 

The edventege of the reservoir would be its gréater depth, compere- 
tive ease of controlling weeds end algee, end consequently better 
quelity of weter. It also seems probsble thet it would offer @ 
permenent solution to the water supply problem, elthough it would 
be costly. No field informetion wes obteined for this proposal. 

If it is considered, informetion on soil conditions, cross sections 
of the lake shore, sounding, ete.«., will be necessery. 


Re the filter gellerye Although the erevel feeding the 
upper rows of holes is pertly Clogged with silt, the weter is 
entering the well from the lake with sufficient ease to supply the 
school without difficulty. I suggested drilling extre holes lower 
down in the well to increase the flow from the lake end else to 
safeguerd the supply egeinst the section of frost during the winter 
es it is probeble thet the WeLe will be lower next winter then it 
hes ever been in the peste Replecement of the gravel or clesening 
it would be expensive es it would heave to be done below the present 
weter levele It does not seem economical to do so at present when 
the source of weter supply is in doubt. 


I heve no information on the gate which wes designed to 
eut off the flow into the well. I d#d not see it in the well. In 
any case the flow could be stopped if it is necessery to do 80, by 


driving wooden plugs pertielly into the holes. The plugs could be 
pulled out efterwerds.

Mr. Mills' and Mr. Gow's recommendations 
regarding the drilling of an additional row of holes in the 
concrete well as a temporary expedient and the repairs to 
the septic tank are concurred in. 


It would appear, however,. thet the problem of 
a permanent satisfactory water supply for this school is one 
in which early consideration will have to be given and the 
prospects for securing such a supply at moderate cost are not 
good. 


Mr. Lyon and Mr. Gow in their letters, dated 
July 17th last, seem to consider that deep well drilling will 
have to be. undertaken. Mr. Lyon also refers, however, to three 
deep wells having been drilled in the vicinity of the school 
in 1921 without success. If deep well drilling is resorted to, 
a number of dry holes.or wells with very small supply may be all 
that will be secured.

supply and septic tank at the Gordon Indian Residential 
Behool. The following recommendations have been made 
by the Surveys and Engineering Branch:~- 


(a) Water Supply 


The construction plans dated Jan. 31, 
1939, show the gravel bed extending down to 6* above the 
bottom of the intake well or elevation 84.7, while the

evation 85.7. I would there- 
‘ore suggest drilling an additional row of holes at 
elevation 84.7. If this does not result in a substantial 
increase in the rate of inflow, the 20 ft. length of C.I. 
pipe could be made use of as an additional intake pipe. 

{I would suggest rupturing the end of this pipe furthest 
from the well with a light charge of dynamite, well tamped. 
This pipe is of no use at present so it may as well be 
broken if it is of advantage to do so. The explosive 
charge could be inserted from the well end of the pipe with 
a flexible loading stick. The cost ef this work depends 
on the skil} of the labour, but with even the most exper- 
denced should not be more gnan $50.00 for material and 
labour, plus the cost of engineering supervision if this 
is cop S@ered necessary. 


(>) Septic Tank 

The septic tank was found to be 
operating satisfactorily at the time of inspection, but 
during the late winter the outlet pipe became clogged to 
such an extent that there was no discharge from the system.

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The tank was pumped out and the outlet cleaned, but 
after a short time the same thing occurred again, The 
eause of the trouble is apparently due to the absence 
of a submerged outlet from the tank to the discharge 
os There was an elbow in the original installation 

% it has been corroded and dropped off, The conerete 
walls of the tank are also showing the effects of lo 
exposure to the Fa oy sewage. I estimate that 50% o 
the concrete is gone (that is, disintegrated) in the 
section exposed to view. 


Recomuendation 


Installation of a new elbow 
inserting a pipe of smaller size into the outlet P pe 
for a distance of age rr | 2 feet, with an elbow 
and 12" length of pipe attached to the other end to 
hang down into the tenk. 


A new tank will probably have to be 
puilt before many years have passed, and I do not consider

I have to report that I visited the Gordon's Indian Residential 

School yesterday in company with Mr. R.S. Davis, Indian ent, Touchwood 
Agency, and I find the water situation there is bad./ In 1938 a system of 

er dam an a er was ins led at the lake near the 
Gordon's School. The water from the lake filters by gravity through the 
g@ravel and sand to a well on the bank of the lake. The depth of the water 
at the lake has gradually receded to the point whe here is only a very 
small quentity of water filtering into the well. | So far as I am aware the 
only solution is to deepen the well, renew the present gravel, and sand, 
deepen the excavation 2 or 3 ft. and refill with clean new gravel. The probable 
cost of new gravel would be in the neighbourhood of $250.00. The other necessary 
work would be in the neighbourhood of $200.00. This would provide water for 
waching and bathing purposes if chlorinated. As the water in the lake has not 
been replenished this year it has lost much depth by evaporation and is very 
stagnant. It also has quite am unpleasant odor. The staff of the school are 
complaining that it is making them ill and they refuse to drink it. “ 


About 2 miles awey from the school there is a spring which could be 
dug out, properly cribbed, and covered, thus providing a supply of drinking 
water. The drinking water from the spring could be hauled to the school in a 
tank but the school has no tank available for hauling the water. 


I would recommend that authority be granted immediately for the expend- 
iture of $80.00 to have a tank constructed for hauling the drinking water. 
The matter of wash water is also urgent and if funds are available authority 
should be granted for the work which I have proposed at the earliest possible 
date as it will have to be done before freeze-up. Mr. Dance and Mr. Davis 
are preparing requisitions in connection with this and forwarding them direct 
to Ottawa. This letter, therefore, is only in support of the requisitions which 
you have received or will receive within a day or so. 


I would like to point out that this expenditure which I am recommending 
is a temporary, urgent measure to meet the present situation but if the lake 
continues to recede it is quite probable that a further heavy expenditure will 
be required to solve the water question at the Gordon's School within the next 
two or three years. In the meantime we can only hope that the snowfall which 
we can reasonably expect to have this winter will replenish the lake consider- 
ably and thereby overcome the loss of water which it has suffered this year. 
The Gordon's School cost a great deal of money and it is not many years since 
it was erected. In my opinion it was not erected in the right place in the 
beginning because small lakes in this country are not dependable as a water 
supply and this is a very small lake. I had a raft constructed yesterday in 
order to go out on the lake and ascertain the greatest depth. The greatest 
depth which I could find was about est. I understand that when the school 
was built the depth of the water was about 14' byt 14' in a small lake is not 
a great deal of water. 

Ce nel 

I found thet both Lister engines at the school are in very bad 
condition. One is completely out of working order while awaiting some small 
repairs. The other is working but there is a decided knock in it. This engine 
may be out of condition at almost any moment. The newly appointed engineer at 
the school is a man of probably 70 years of age and has had experience in 
steam engines only. I do not believe he knows as much about the Lister engines 
as I dog Mr, Davis is writing for authority to have a man by the name of 
Montgomery come from Winnipeg to overhaul the two engines. Mr. Montgomery is 
recommended to us as ae lister engine expert and I am informed that he will be 


able to do all the necessary worke++s 
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able to do ali the necessary work to put both engines in good repair after 
he has found exactly what is wrong. 


Three cows have recently calved at the sehool. One of them is 
not & milk cow at all, the other two are very poor milk cows. The only hope 
for a milk supply this winter is in the purchase of a number of new milk cows, 
IT would say & or 10, which wave recently calved or will soon calve. Almost no 
hay was raised on the school farm this year and Mr. Dance has had to buy feed 
for the cows which he hopes to get, and the horses which he now has. Only 4 
of these horses are of much use and more work horses are needed. The farm 
implements of the school are old and almost useless and will have to be replaced 
before the farm work can be carried out satisfactorily next year. I do not 
know whether the Department is prepared to assist ¢he school in the purchase of 
meeded animals and machinery either by grant or loan against school grant to 
be paid later but assistance of some kind is badly needed to put the school in 
proper working shape. 


It has been customary to grow 4@ supply of vegetables in the school 
gardens for use at the school. ‘The erop of garden vegetables is almost 4 
complete failure vegetables will have to be purchased. 


Reverend Mr. Dance, the present Principal, took over this school 
eerly this year with practically no staff and very little to work with. My 
impression of Mr. Dance is that he is an able and learned man but no Principal 
can do a good job at a residential school with as little to work with as Mr. Dance 
has had. I examined the supply of clothing recently purchased for the children 
and I find it almost adequate.for the coming term. ‘The school staff is complete 
now with the exception of 4 matron and a cook. There is 4 Boy's Supervisor but 
I do not think 4 very satisfactory one. I am also not satisfied with the present 
engineer. He should be replaced with a younger man with the necessary quelific~ 
ations to attend to daily repairs of machinery and other equipment. Most of 
the flush toilets are not working satisfactorily but all that is needed ie 
cleaning out by 4 man who understands them.

It is not our present policy to supply horses, cattle 
or farm machinery to a Residential school. If the school manage- 
ment finds it necessary te purchase additional cows at the present 
time, we might be able to assist by giving him an advance on the 
per capita grant but such an advance would have to be repaid before 
the end of the present fiscal year which occurs on March jlst, 1946. 
When feed is scarce I presume that the Principal will not purchase 
additional horses this fall. 


With reference to the last paragraph of your lettter 
which concerns the general management of the school, I will write 
to you later.

Most of the schools haven't a qualified man to run the 
engines and in my opinion the schools should be compehled 
to engage a man of this caldbre, as it is not fair to the 
Department to have valuable equipment installed and then 
having incompetent men running it. This is mostly due to 
low wages paid. 


I would be glad af the Department would authorize the 
engaging of a man from the Lister Company in Winnipeg to 
thoroughly overhaul these engines. 1 understaad they have 
@ Mr. Montgomery who goes out and does this kind of work 
and I would like very much to have him overhaul the engines 
in Gordon's School.

Lyon end other members of this steff and we do not consider that a 
visit to the site by an engineer from this steff at this time would 
add to the data already available. 


Blue Prints Nos. ll-27-1, 11-87-2 and 11-27-35 enclosed 
with your letter of April 4, 1944 shows the proposed design of intake 
and filtration gallery as constructed in 1938-39. I understand 
$3,000 was expended on the project before work ceased due to failure 
ef the coffer dam. Mr. Ostrender proposed to excavate the filtration 
gallery two or three feet deeper end refill with gravel and also 
deepen the welle He estimates the cost of gravel at $250.00 and 
labor at $200.00. There is now in excess of 5 feet of water in the 
gallery and if the excavation were to be carried 3 feet deeper, that 
would mean 8 feet of water to contend with. It is quite obvious that 
$200.00 would not go fer on a jod of that nature where eoffer-damming 
and unwatering is such a major factor to be considered. 


We would again su t that the recommendations outlined 
in Mr. Lyon's report be carried out. We would also approve of Mr. 
Ostrender's suggestion conserning the provision for drinking water. 
It will be advisable to have a sample of the drinking water sent to 
the Public Health authorities at Regina to ascertain whether or not 
the water would be pure enough for drinking without chlorination.

I am enclosing herewith requisition for materials and labour required 
for overhauling the heating system and flush toilets throughout the building 
at the Gordon's Indian Residential School, Touchwood Agency. This consists of 
$218.70 for materials and $250.00 for labour on the heating plant, also an 
estimated $50.00 for labour on the mechanism of the toilets. 


Much of the equipment in this building is getting out of repair. ‘This 
requisition is concerned with heating pipes which have become corroded with the 
result that new leaks are appearing every few days in different parts of the 
building. In addition to leaks in the pipes some segtions of the radiators have 
started leaking, two of them very definitely the result of leaving a window open 
in the winter time and the heat turned off, resulting in freezing. I think the 
majority of the leaks are the result of deterioration by age anf rusting. It will 
be necessary to replace ail of the pipes which are weak and there are probably 
sufficient pipes on hand for this purpose. The $250.00 shown ag labour is for a 
plumber who will have to be brought from Saskatoon, the nearest \available plumber, 
and it would require considerable time to perform all the necessary worke 

OD \ 

I have been reporting from time to time on this school and I can only 
add to previous reports in connection with the staff of the school\that there is 
very little improvement. Reverend Mr. Dance, who has been the Pringipal since 
lest January, has resigned, end the position is being filled by a Reverend Mr. Parry, 
regarding whom some correspondence has gone to the Department from the Bishop of 
the Diocese. I am not prepared to say whether he will be an improvement on Mir. Dance 
or not but I am prepared to say that the Department will be continually paying for 
new equipment and repairs to old equipment until the school authorities are able 
to secure the services of a properly qualified engineer and I do not think they 
will secure one at the amount of $85,00 a month and full maintenance which they are 
now offering. I have discussed this with the officials of the Diocese on several 

They have made a change recently but the man newly appointed will not 


I have received a confidential report to the effect that several of the 
ehildren have lice and several others have Impetigo. The source of my information 
is authentic and I have no reason to doubt its truth, but I have not visited the 
school since receiving the report. 


In my report of the Sthees+++++++* 
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In my report of the Sth ultimo on this school I mentioned in the last 
paragraph thereof that the supply of clothing for the winter was almost adequate. 
When I said almost adequate I had in mind the question of footwear. A small amount 
of footwear had been received and Mr. Dance assured me that the remainder of the 
requirements had been ordered and were expected every day. ‘This footwear has not 
yet arrived and Mr. Davis, the Indian Agent, tells me that a number of the children 
are practically without shoes. 


In the same report I mentioned that I was not satisfied with either the 
engineer or boys' supervisor. Both of these have been replaced but with no apparent 
improvement. The school is still without the services of a suitable kitchen matron 
and I have been in receipt of complaints from the Indians about the food. Certainly 
the children are not getting sufficient meat or variety in their food. 


ait With regard to the water situation, which has been the subject of considerable 
correspondence, and which was referred to in Department letter of the 26th ultimo, 
No. 121-1-5 addressed to Mr. Davis, the Indian Agent, I am now quite aware that the 
estimate which I made of $450.00 in that connection was far too low. At the time I 
made the estimate I had no definite information as to the construction of the filter. 
I now find that there was a depth of 13' of gravel in this filter which looked to me 
like provably 4" or 5'. Such a construction means a large excavating job which can 
only be done with a dragline because it has to be performed in water and md. It would 
cost about $200.00 to $300.00 to get the services of a dragline at the site because 
there is not one anywhere in that vicinity and the ones which are available in the 
province are vary busy at other work. The excavation would probably cost another 
9200.00 to $300.00 and the necessary gravel to fill the new excavation plus the cost 
of re-arranging the pipe to the present well would no doubt be close to $1,000.00. 


Instead of attempting to cerry out such a project this fall when we are 
nearly into che winter, Mr. Davis is going to dynamite the gravel in the present filter 
in order to stir it up sufficiently to let an adequate water supply through for the 
winter. This will not be nearly as expensive as a new filter system and will probably.’ 
meet the present urgent need. The Department will be advised further in connection 
with this phase of the matter as soon as the dynamiting has been done.

Befor@blowing this pipe and cutting theholes only enough 
water came in to allow them to pump for 20 minutes, but 
now enough water comes in, in 2¢ hours to allow them to 
pump for 40 minutes. This is about double the supply 
they had before. 


I have spend very little of the accountable cheque for 
$530.00 forwarded me for this work, there is approximately 
$400.00 left. 


When the well digger was out blowing the pipes, I had him 
look over the land an@ to see if there was any posiblity 

of locating a well for drinking water. He seems to think 

I can get water about 80 ft down, and close to the school, 
Which if it could be obtained, would give us a source of 
drinking water right at the door and the water from the lake 
would be used for washing and other purposes. 


While we have a spring dugout abouta mile away and wan haul 
the water, we will have to build a tank inside the school to 
hold the water. This is all right as a temporary measure, 
but I would like very much to be allowed to use some of the 
money on hand to dig a well, and if we didn't get water the 
logs would not be much, end if we did, it would mean a creat

My. Dance the Principal of the schoo} resigned and the new principal 
Ys Mr. Perry. He has only just arrived and T am hoping for some 
improvement. 


The Principals appointed since Mr, Fralyling left may be good 
preachers but they know nothing about running a boarding school 
and the sehool lacks organization and leadership. In my opinion 
the sehool has deteriated about 70% since a layman was taken away 
as Principal. If things keep going as they have in the past, the 
Department will have to take strong action to see that this school 
is brought up to a higher level. 


The general care of the children is hothing like it was when Mr. 
Frayling was principal. 


The new pressure tanks have been installed and engines overhauled. 
The mechanic from Munford Medland Co. of Winnipeg who overhauled 
them advised me they were in worse condition than any engines he 
had overhauled in a boarding school. These have been fixed up to 
run until next summer, but will have to be shipped to Winnipeg and 
completely rebuilt. 


While in Winnipeg I took up the matter of water supply with the 
engineering branch of the Dept. Mines & Resources and have since 
drilled holes in the bottom of the tanks and have obtained a better 
supply of water than before. It took 3 hours for the tanks to fill 
up so as they could pump 20 minutes. Now it takes 4 hourse for the 
tanks to fill up and they can pump 40 minutes, As soon as T oan 
get the supplies I will dynamite a pipe which is plugged in the 
drainage pit and when this is done I expect we will have anuugh 
water without digging out all the grave}, a8 was suggested

As instructed in Department letter of the 19th instant, 
No. 121-1-5, I visited the Gordon's School on the 23rd instant, meeting 
Dr. A»B. Simes, Medical Superintendent, there by arrangement and without 
advising the school authorities that we were going. The delay in reporting 
to the Department was because Bishop Knowles had some delay in calling together 
his committee to discuss the question with me. I now have to report as follows: 


Examination of the children in the classrooms disclosed the 
following: 42 had lice in their hair (most of these were girls); 17 had Impetigo; 
and 2 had Scabies. 38 children were without underwear; 77 had either no stockings 
or stockings which were not fit to wear; and 43 were wearing shoes which were not 
fit to wear for one reason or another. Some of these shoes were running shoes, 
some were laced rubbers, but for the greater part they were leather shoes worn out 
or nearly worn out. 


Examination of the children revealed also that much of the clothing 
which they were wearing was very dirty and I am certain that the children are not 
getting regular baths. 


In the sewing room there was a great quantity of underwear and 
stockings waiting to be mended mostly consisting of clothing carried over from 
lJast term and partly worn. However, it required only mending in order to render 
it satisfactory for use. Two good purposes would be served by the mending, first 
in teaching such work to the girls, and secondly by the teaching of thrift and the 
care of clothing which Indians badly need. 


In order to furnish the Department with some concrete figures as 
to the clothing needs we visited the store-room where the new clothing is kept. 
Because the clothing is stored in a small room where it is impossible to sort it 
in sizes or even in varieties, it was impossible to get a good check of it. I 
am reasonably certain, however, that much of the boys' underwear is in the larger 
sizes and there are about 20 small boys without underwear. As well as we were 
able to ascertain clothing has been bought for the children with little regard to 
Sizes. With many staff changes, as this school has been having, it naturally 
follows that the new staff member taking over a particular part of the work has 
no guide other than his or her own powers of observation. Neither the Principal 
nor the Matron of this school has been there long enough during the last niné 
months to have learned anything very useful and what little they have learned 
have not been successful in passing on to others. For this reason I inforn 
Matron that she should at once insist upon having a larger room for the stor 
of the clothing and get it sorted in such a manner that 
quickly the various stocks which were getting low. 
boys' playroom which is not being used for anything at pres t time and which 
would be quite suitable for this purpose. In previous reports I have mentioned 
the shortage of footwear at this school. When mking enquiries about the footwear 
twice in t past I was informed by Reverend lir. Dance, the Principal of the 
School, that footwear was expected any time and was on order. Now no one seems 
to be very sure whether this footwear is coming or not. In any case they need 
both boys' and girls’ shoes in all sizes, rubbers for the girls and some kind of 
waterproof footwear for the boys to wear when playing and when working around 
the stables and outbuildings. As I stated we examined all the children who were 
in the classrooms but there were a number of the children at other duties who 
were examined later. A number of these were boys who came in from the stables and 
outbuildings where they had been working. There had been a recent fall of snow 
and considerable moisture around, and the boys were working in old leather boots. 


All had wet feet and there is. 
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All had wet feet and there is certainly no waterproof footwear in the school 
stock. The" present Matron had been at the school only one week but was in 

charge on the day of our visit because the Principal was away. One would naturally 
expect that with experience of only one week the Matron would know little about 

the school but one would also expect that she would know something about her 
duties. She did not seem to know what duties, responsibilities, or authority she 
had and I feel certein that the Principal had not taken the trouble to furnish 

her with the information. She seemed very willing to learn and anxious to succeed. 
I believe her previous experience has fitted her for the work but the Principal 
should not have left the school until the Matron was at least aware of her duties 
and responsibilities. She did not seem to know that she had a right to tell 
others what to do and a responsibility to see that her ordvrs were carried out. 


As a result of the complete disorganization of this school the 
children's meals are not managed in a proper manner. There seems to have been 
no planning whatever in the handling of the food. There has been no kitchen 
matron permanently in charge since the school opened this term. The result has 
been that the temporary cook prepared meals from time to time with what happened 
to be on hand. I tried to ascertain from conversation with the Matron whether 
the children are actually getting 4 balanced diet or not. She did not know what 
the children had been receiving for their meals during the past week but she 
herself had prepared the noon meal of that day. It consisted of baked beans, 
bread, buttermilk, and jam. I intended to be at the school in time to see this 
meal served but bad roads and delay in leaving the office in the morning resulted 
in my arriving shortly after noon. However, Dr. Simes and I were present when 
the evening meal was served to the children. It consisted of the following: 
a very small slice of bologna; potatoes; and bread with a very small quantity 
of lard and a very meager quantity of skimmed milk. ‘This was about one third of 
a cup each. The Matron told me that the children's supper consists mostly of 
bread and jam when they have jam. I had criticised this strongly which was probably 
the reason why they had potetoes and some bologna at this meal. The salt celler 
on the boys' table was a 4-lb. jam tin with some holes in the top. I would expect 
to find this in an Indian home but not in a school where the Indian children are 
supposed to be taught how these things should be done. There is room in the 
children's dining room for another table but instead of installing another table the 
boys were crowded together at one long table in such a manner that they could 
hardly move. It isa certainty that the children of this school are not getting 
enough meat, only & small quantity of skim milk from the separator. No effort 
whatever is made toward furnishing them with anything in the nature of a balanced 
diet and the meals are not planned. In addition to a planned weekly menu some 
effort should be made to make the meal a little bit more attractive and this will 
not be done until the school has the services of @ reasonably well qualified kitchen 
Matron and the food is purchased systematically. Dr. Simes is going to prepare 
an inexpensive weekly menu for the school and I informed the Matron that the Depart~- 
ment would expect the school authorities to follow this as near as possible. 


The bakery and the shelves where the bread is kept were very unc lean. 
I do not know how long it is since these shelves were properly cleaned but I 
feel auite certain that they have not been cleaned since I saw them the first week 
that school was opened. The junior classroom is on the third floor of the building. 
On my previous visit to the school I had noticed that the fire escape door of this 
room was locked with a padlock. I instructed Mr. Dance, the Principal, to | 
the key to this padlock in charge of the teacher in order that she could easi 
remove the children from the classroom in case of an emergency. This has still not 
been done. As previously stated, the new Principal, Mr. Parry, was swey at the 
time of my visit and nobody present knew where the key to this padlock was. In 
case of fire or other emergency these small children would have had to go down 
a narrow stairway three flights to get out of the building. 


On the day of my visit the gravel filter which supplies the wash 
water from the lake was dynamited. This stirred up the gravel sufficiently that 
en ample quantity of water is going through the filter now for washing purposes for 
the rest of the winter unless the ice forms so thick on the lake that it will 
interfere, which is not at all probable. 


Nothing has yet been done about drinking water, with the exception 
that a dam is being constructed to be used for heuling drinking water from the 
spring. The water question was referred to in my report of the 16th of October 


and also of the 8th of. 
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nal. of the 8th of September, on this school, and I need not add anything 
thereto. Mr. Davis is making a request to the Department for authority to 

make an effort to obtain a sufficient supply of drinking water from a well in 
the school yard. The man who was present,on the day of my visit, to dynamite 

the gravel filter,is also an experienced well man and he is of the opinion that 

a supply of drinking water can be secured at a depth not exceeding 80' and within 
the school yard. 


In accordance with authority contained in your letter of the 18th 
instant the necessary ection will be taken in connection with the heating plant 
and the mechanism of the toilets as soon as the services of a plumber can be 
secured. 


With regard to the fifth paragraph of your letter referred to the 
Department will have received Mr. Davis’ report in this connection dated October 17th. 


With reference to the meeting which wes held yesterday with the 
committee of the Anglican Church, I am sure the committee were quite aware of the 
need for immediate improvement at the Gordon's School. The enginser has been 
changed twice recently and is being changed again. A new man is coming at the 
end of this month and I am not prepared to say whether he will be satisfactory or 
not because I do not know him, The school authorities have been endeavouring for 
some considerable time to secure the services of a suitable kitchen matron but 
without success. The Chairman of the committee informed me yesterday that the 
Selective Service office here in Regina has many similar positions to be filled 
and few applicants, therefore they have little hope of immediately filling the 
position with a suitable person. The present Boys’ Supervisor is a Mr. S.A. Dodds 
who was farming instructor at the school and later farming instructor on one of 
our reserves; and not very satisfactory in either appointments. T have much doubt 
that he will prove satisfactory as Boys' Supervisor. I think there is a possibility 
that the new Matron will be satisfactory when she has been properly instructed in 
her duties. I took much time on the date of my visit to instruct her. This should 
have been done by the Principal, of course, but apparently he had not done so. 
However, I believe she now knows what her duties are. 


The newly appointed Principal, Reverend Mr. Parry, had been at the 
school for three weeks at the time of my visit and I cannot see that he has done 
anything whatever in the way of improvement although I had some hope that he would 
when he was appointed. If he knows anything about the manegement of an institution 
of that size and the direction of the work of his staff in an efficient manner he 
certainly has not shown it. As he was absent on the date of my visit I did not 
have « chance to discuss the affairs of the school with him but I discussed them 
very thoroughly with the Matron and asked her to take notes of everything which I 
said and to take them up with the Principal as soon as he returned. The committee 
are also writing the Principal pointing out the various unsatisfactory conditions 
which I discussed with them. If he does not make an effort to immediately correct 
most of these unsatisfactory conditions he should not be allowed to remain. I had 
an interview with Mr. Parry before he was appointed and my discussion with him 
lead me to believe that he would make a real effort to improve conditions. He 
certainly seemed to know what was wrong. However, knowing what the faults of the 
past administration of the school were and having the ability to correct them himself 
are entirely different things and my present impression is that he lacks this 
ability. 


I believe that a letter from the Department to the Bishop of 

Qu'Appelle to the effect that present conditions at the Gordon's School cannot be 
tolerated and that immediate improvement was expected otherwise the school will 
have to be closed, would be the best course at this time. Mr. Davis and I have 
both spent much more time in connection with this school than we should have and 
the work which we heve been doing is the work which is regularly done by an - 
efficient school Ciane-f'e matter how much time we put in the school will poste 
properly operated until they get an efficient Principal.

at this institution were discussed by Mr. Ostrander with the 
members of the committee responsible for the selection of the 
principal and the employmernt of the sehool staff, 


It is hardly necessary to state that 
I heve found the subject aatter of Mr, Ostrander's report very 
disturbing. It would be to me and I feel sure it would be to 
Your Greece very unfortunate if conditions at this partieuler 
school became @ subject of public discussion, but I am disposed 
to think in view of the representations that have been made to 
me on behalf of the pupils in attendance that such a diseussion 
ie likely to take place unless we can have an assurance from you 
end from the mexbers of the committee that thia school will be 
pleced immediately in charge of thoroughly qualified and compet- 
ent officials, 


It has oceourred to me in view of all the 
circumstances thet it aight be advisable to have a thorough ed- 
ucetional survey underteken of the reserve or reserves on whieh 
pupils for this scheol are reeruited. As « number of Indian 
parents seem reluctant to send their children to residential 
schools, would it be possible to come to an agreement whereby 
a certain mumber of the pupils living in close proximity to the 
achool would attend as day pupile? In eny event, I feel confid- 
ent the Minister will want an assurance from me that conditions

Mr. Montgomery is recommended to us as a 
Lister engine expert and I am informed thet he will be 
able to do all the necessary work to put both engines 
in good repair after he has found exactly what is 
wrong."

Date: September 25th to 29th, 1945. 


Engines were found to be in very poor mechanical 
working condition, as the cylinder blocks showed 
water had been present in combustion area of cylin- 
der heads. The valve seats and valves had been 
badly burned, also quite an area of the blocks in 
and around the valves had been burned, and there 
were small cracks showing. 


As new cylinder blocks were not available it was 
necessary to cut valve seats to a maximum, and only 
a temporary repair can be expected. 


The above condition applies to two of the cylinders, 
with one cylinder only slightly burned. Believe this 
condition due to engines running at an excessive heat 
causing head gaskets to leak. 


The single cylinder engine crankshaft bearing sur- 
faces were found scored and shaft ovt of round; one 
vearing housing was badly cut away, believed caused 
by bearing failure at some time allowing the crank- 
shaft to rest on housing casting cutting away oil 
return, causing o1l1 loss at this point. This condit- 
ion is still present. 


One automatic valve release coil requires shop repairs, 
and same was brought in to Winnipeg to have the work 
done, 


Other repairs made were.,complete overhaul of both 
magnetos, fuel pumps and oil pumps. 


We recommend the following parts be ordered at once 
for these units, so that at a later date they could be 
ins talled:~

The chief need was more desks in the primary 
room.

One little boy was sitting on an 
apple box. 


There is no ventilation except by doors and 
windows. The lighting is insufficient. The primary 
room is in an unused dormitory on the top floor of the 
building. I found the fire escape door in this room 
locked and no key easily available. This is the second 
time that I have found it necessary to mention locked 
classroom doors in this school.

I am'enclosing herewith voucher for the amount of $2692.49 in favour 
of M. MoNeil, Plumbing and Heating, Saskatoon, for overhauling the heating and 
water and sewage at the Gordon's Indian Residential School. 


The cost of this work was far in excess of the estimate because the 
Plumbers found that nearly everything had to be replaced. The account for materials 
alone amounted to $1040.30 plus freight and cartage. 


With regard to the time of the plumbers in this work there was so much 
trouble with the water system while the plumbers were at work and the weather was 
so extremely cold that a great deal of their time was taken in thawing out pipes 
and trying to keep from damaging the school equipment, the heating plant of which 
had completely broken down, When the plumbers started work it was necessary to 
continue, to avoid suffering by the children and school staff as much as possible, 
During some of the time there was an inexperienced engineer on the school staff who 
was of little assistance to the plumbers. This also caused some confusion and loss 
of time, 


I am enclosing « letter addressed to me from Mr. McNeil in explanation 
of the unexpected large expenditure and making an estimate of another $170.00 which 
will need to be spent as soon as the wather is warm enough and the ground is thawed. 
Also enclosed is a letter addressed to Indian Agent R.S. Davis by Mr. MeNeil in 
which he makes an estimate of approximately $700.00 of the labour cost in the enclosed 
voucher as being not directly connected with the work for which he was originally 
engaged. This refers particularly to time spent thewing pipes and performing other 
temporary plumbing work in his endeavour to keep the building habitable, during some 
very cold weather. 


I regret the delay in forwarding this account. Some time elapsed from 
the time most of the work was completed until Mr. McNeil was able to visit the school 
and make a personal examination of the work. The completed accounts reached me 
only today after much unnecessary delay by all of those concerned. gee

We would state that when we first checked 
this job in January we believed that all that would be necessary 
would be to inorease return mains where necessary and replace some 
parts of defective return mains, install any necessary defective 
ballasts in rad traps, install condensation pump, make necessary 
repairs to closets and clear toilets, install gate valves in each 
one of the four steam main circuits where they leave the trunk mains 


However, the first obstacle we ran into on 
the plumbing was that there wasn't a valve that would shut off the 
water and had to resort to shutting ofi the water at the main valve 
and take time to repair all the other valves. Then, the closet 
tanks proved to be in terrible condition, needing considerable 
repair work. 


On working on the heating we found that the 
mains had actually wrotted away in most cases and had to be 
practically renewed entirely :h the exception of a two-inch main 
through the kitchen which had already been renewed. 


At this time the water supply failed and as 
the engineer could not repair same or determine what Was arony we 
had to do what we could with it to enable us to continue with our 
work. After checking the pump and the pipe in the cistern we 
found that the underground pipe was defective and as we could not 
then renew this pipe because of frost etc. we installed an 
overhead line for a temporary hook up which took considerable 
attention owing to weather conditions ete. Thies underground line 
will have to be replacedwhen the trost is out of the ground and 
we woild recommend that it be replacedwith cast iron pipe with 
universal joints. We continued to have considerable trouble with 
the water supply as the engineer was unable to get any more than 
fifteen inches of water in his tanks although he made several 
trips every day to pump the water. We attempted to clear the 


line with our steel tape to no avsil and considerable time wa

The work on the heating is not quite completed 
ae the ballasts in some of the rad traps have noi; been checked, and 
the boiler needs washing out in the proper manner. 


One closet bowl has to be installed and one 
closet must be repaied, and three more floor grates are necessary. 
This necessary work will cost approximately $170.00. This will 
place both plumbing and heating inffirst class working order with 
the exception of the filter between the tank and supply pipes. 
This filter needs re-charging and we understane that this is 
already being arranged for by the engineer.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
April 14, enclosing account of M. MoNeil with regard to work 
done by his firm at the Gordon's School. 


I have discussed this letter on two occasions with 
the Director, and it ie difficult for us to understand why such 
@ heavy expenditure was incurred without complete authority. 
The total account is $2,692.49 and such expenditure can only 
be authorized by the Minister, It will be extremely difficult 
to have this account passed, as the Minister should have been 
consulted before the expenditure was incurred, 


The explanation given by Mr. McNeil is reasonably 
complete, but in your letter I cannot find any reference to your 
having been consulted or that the Indian Agent was consulted. 


I also note on the voucher, which is signed by 
Reverend Mr. Parry and Indian Agent Davis, thet they quote letters 
of October 19 and November 19 as authority for the expenditure. 
While, no doubt, you have these letters on your file, I attach 
copies of them and would point out that in my letter of October 
19 an expenditure of $300.00 was authorized. This was the 
amount requested in your letter of October 18. In my letter of 
November 19 no expenditure was authorized; but you were simply 
aupplied with information received from the Purchasing Branch 
in connection with securing radiators. 


The account includes materials amounting to over 
$1,100.00. You are fully aware of the purchasing regulations 


and 
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and, certainly, before any such expenditure wes ineurred, 
requisition should have been forwarded end authority received. 


The account is therefore being returned, in order 
that the Principal, mr.

With reference to Department letter of the 3rd instant, No. 122-1-5, 
in connection with the account of M. McNeil, Plumbing and Heating, 306-3rd Avenue 
South, Saskatoon, which I am returning herewith for reconsideration, I failed to 
mention in my letter thet Mr. Davis had recéived authority by telegram dated 
January 29th, which read as follows: 


“APPROVE EXPENDITURE NOT EXCEEDING ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS FOR 
MATERIAL AND LABOUR REPAIRING HEATING SYSTEM GORDON'’S RESIDENTIAL 
SCHOOL PROVIDED INSPECTOR OSTRANDER AGREES THAT THIS EXPENDITURE 
IS WARRANTED STOP MR OSTRANDER CAN PURCHASE MATERIALS REQUIRED" 


Following receipt of this telegram Mr. Davis discussed the matter with 
me and it wee decided to proceed as we had waited from the previous October while 
trying to find a plumber to ao the work and in the meantime the heating plant and 
sewage at the Gordon's School had become in such bad shape that the whole matter 
was very urgent. 


It was realized, of course, that the cost of labour was gradually 
mounting but one repeir led to another and all were so urgent because of the oold 
weather and the suffering of the pupils and staff that there could be no delay in 
completing the work at least to the point of immediate necessity for comfort and 
sanitation. As stated in my letter of the 14th inetent Mr. Melleil was asked to keep 
a record of the time which was put in on work which should have actually been the 
work of the school engineer and which was not directly connected with the repairing 
and replacements for which he was hired. He 444 not keep a record of thie but made 
an estimate of $700.00 as the approximate amount. As the work of repairs proceeded 
one pert after another was found to be in very bad shape needing immediate replacement. 
Tt will be noticed in Mr. MoNeil's account thet he sent many telephone messages in 
connection with additions to the original order for materiel. These were all 
emergency requirements found necessary as the work progressed and there was no 
point during the course of the work where a correct estimate could have been made 
to find out exactly what the expenditure had been up to that point or what would be 
needed for the future. I was therefore placed in the awkward position of having to 
tell them to continue until the immediately urgent work was completed and the school 
could be heated sufficiently to prevent further demage. 


I realize that this was a very large account to submit with only a part 
of it authorized but I would like to assure the Department that Mr. Davis and I 
were in continual touch with the work end while neither of us was anxious to see 
the cost mounting as it did we were in the position thet if we had stopped the wrk 
at any point much more damage might have resulted for which we might have been 
blemed, both damage to the school building end equipment and danger to the lives 
of those living in the building. 


My letter of October 16th asking authority for the expenditure of $500.00, 
and which was authorized in your letter of October 19th, referred to the need for 
overhauling the heating and sewage system in a few places. On this authority 
efforts wore made for months to try to locate « plumber who would go to the school 
and eventually Mr. McNeil, of Saskatoon, made the trip to the school in January. 

His examination proved that there was much more repair needed than had been originally 
estimated and Mr. Davis' telegram of the 28th of January, and the Department's 
reply of the 29th, resulted from Mr, MoNeil's estimate of that time. 


It was impossible to submit ae requisition for the purchase of the material 
required for this work as no one had any idea of what would be required until the 


work was well underway and then One-.+++++

I am enclosing herewith voucher for the amount 
of $2692.49 in favour of M. MoNeil, Plumbing and Heating 
Saskatoon, for overhauling the heating and water and 
sewage at the Gordon's Indian Residential School. 


The cost of this work was far in excess of the 
estimat because the plumbers found that nearly everything 
had to ve replaced. The account for materials alone 
amounted to $1040,30 plus freight and cartage. 


With regard to the time of the plumbers in this 
work there was 80 much trouble with the water system while 
the plumbers were at work and the waather was 80 extremely 
cold that a great deal of their time was taken in thawing 
out pipes and trying to keep from damaging the school 
equipment, the heating plant of which had completely broken 
down, When the plumbers started work it was necessary to 
continue, to avoid suffering by the ehildren and school staff 
as much as possible. During some of the time there wasfan 
inexperienced engineer on the school staff who was of little 
assistance to the plumbers, This also caused some confusion 
and lose of time. 


I am enclosing a letter addressed to me from Mr, 
McNeil in explanation of the unexpected large expenditure 
and making an estimate of another $170,00 which will need to 
be spent as soon 48 the weather is warm enough, and_ the ground 
is thawed, Also enclosed is a letter addressed to Indian 
Agent R.S. Davis by Mr. McNeil in which he makes an estimate 
of approximately $700,00 of the labour cost in the enclosed 
youcher as being not directly connected with the work for 
which he was originally engaged. This refers particularly 
to time spent thawing pipes and performing other temporary 
plumbing work in his endeavour to keep the building habitable, 
during some very cold weather, 


I regret the delay in forwarding this account. Some 
time elapsed from the time most of the work was completed until 
Mr. McNeil was able to vigit the school and make a personal 
examination of the work. The completed accounts reached me only 
today after much unnecessary delay by all of those concerned,

We would state that when we first checked 
this job in January we believed that all that would be 
necessary would be to increase return mains where 
necesvary and replace some parts of defective return 
mains, install any necessary defective ballasts in rad 
traps, install condensation pump, make necessary repairs 
to closets and clear toilets, install gate valves in each 
one of the four steam main circuits where they leave the 
trunk main, 


However, the first obstacle we ran into on 
the plumbing was that there wasn't a valae that would shut 
off the water and had to resort to shutting off the water 
at the main valve and take time to repair all the other 
valves, Then, the closet tanks proved to be in terrible 
condition, needing considerable repair work, 


On working on the heating we found that the 
mains had actually wrotted away in most cases and had to be 
practically renewed entirely with the exception of a two- 
inch main through the kitchen which had already been renewed. 


At this time the ter supply failed and as the 
engineer could not repair same or determine what was wrong 
we had to do what we could with it to enable us to continue 
with our work. After checking the pump and the pipe in the 
‘cistern we found that the underground pipe was defective 
and as we could not then renew this pipe because of the frost 
etc. we installed an overhead line for a temporary hook up 
which took considerable attention owing to weather conditions 
ete. This underground line will have to be replaced when 
the frost is out of the 


(Over) 
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ground and we would recommend that it be replaced 

with cast iron pipe with universal joints. We 

continued to have considerable trouble with the water 
supply ae the engineer was unable to get any more than 
fifteen inches of water in his tanks although he made 
several trips every day to pump the water. We attempted 
to clear the line with our steel tape to no avail and 
considerable time was lost at this work, 


The work on the heating is not quite 
completed as the ballasts in some of the rad traps 
have not been checked and the boiler needs washing out 
in the proper manner, 


One closet bowl has to be installed and one 
closet must be replaced and three more floor grates are 
necessary. This necessary work will cost approximately 
$170.00, This will place both plumbing and heating 
in first class working order with the exception of the 
filter between the tank and supply pipes. This filter 
needs re-charging and we understand that this is already 
being arranged for by the engineer,

With reference to Department letter of the Srd instant, No. 121-1-5, 
in connection with the account of M, MolNeil, Plumbing and Heating, 306-3rd Avenue 
South, Saskatoon, which I am returning herewith for reconsideration, I failed to 
mention in my letter that Mtr. Davie had received euthority by telegram dated 
January 29th, which read as follows: 


APPROVE EXPENDITURE NOT BXCEEDING ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS FOR 
MATSRIAL AMD LABOUR REPAIRING HEATING SYSTk WRVON'S R#SIDENTIAL 
SCHOOL PROVIDED INSPSOTOR OSTRANDER AGRESS THAT THI EXPENDITURE 
IS WARRANTED STOP NR OSTRANOBR CAN PUROHASE MATERIALS RI JUIRED" 


Following receipt of this telegram Mr. Davis discussed the matter with 
me ani it was decided to proceed as we had waited from the previous October while 
trying to find a plumber to do the work and in the meantime the heating plant and 
sewage at the Gordon's School had become in such bed shape that the whole matter 
was very urgent. 


It was realized, of course, that the cost of labour was «radually 
mountine but one repair led to another and all were so urgent because of the gold 
weather end the suffering of the pupils and staff that there could be no deley in 
completing the work at least to the point of immediate necessity for comfort and 
sanitation, As stated in sy letter of the 14th instant Mr. MoNeil was asked to koep 
a record of the time which was put in on work which should have actually been the 
work of the school engineer and which was not directly gonnected with the repairine 
ani roplacenments for which he was hired. He did not keep a record of this but made 
an estimate of $700.00 as the approximate amount. As the work of repairs proceeded 
one part after another was found to be in very bed shape needing imediate replacement. 
It will be noticed in Mr. MoNeil's account thet he sent aany telephone mescages in 
ecomnection with additions to the original order for material, ‘These were all 
emergency requirements found necessary a5 the work progressed and there was no 
voint durine the course of the work where a correct estimate could heve been made 
to find out exactly what the expenditure had been up to that point or what would be 
needed for tho future. I was therefore placed in the awkward position of having to 
tell them to continue until the immediately urgent work wes completed and the school 
could be heated sufficiently to prevent further damage. 


I realize that this was a very large account to submit with only « part 
of it authorized but I would like to assure the Department that Mr. Devise and I 
were in continual touch with the work and while neither of ue was anxious to see 
the cost mounting as it did we were in the position that if we had stepped the wrk 
at any point much more demage might have resulted for which we mirsht heave been 
blamed, both damage to the school building and equipment and danger to the lives 
of those living in the buildin:. 


My letter of October 16th asking authority for the expenditure of §600,00, 
and which was authorized in your letter of October 19th, referred to the need for 
overhauling the heating and sewage systex in a few places. On this authority 
efforts were made for months te try to loente « plumber who would <o to the school 
and eventually Mr. Meleil, of Saskatoon, made the trip to the school in January. 

His examination proved thet there was much more repair needed than had been originally 
estimated and Mr. Davie’ telegram of the 2@th of January, and the Departy ent's 
reply of the 29th, resulted from Mr. Moleil's estinate of that time. 


It wea impossible to submit a requisition for the purchase of the material 
required for this work as no one had any idea of what would be required uatil the f 


work was well underway and then ONGe.+«++- 
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that the majority of the meterial purchased yas purchased ag found necessary and 
could not have beon requisitioned end purehased in the usual manner through the 
Purchasing Agent. I considered that this was in order in view of the last séntence 
of the Department's telegram dated the 2fth of January addressed to Mr. Devie. 


I have discussed this today with Mr. Davie and he hag read this report 
end agrees with it in substance. If any further information is required from 
Mm. Pavia I am sure he would be pleaged to furnish it.

This school, as you are quite aware, is quite a headache, The 
whole matter was taken up with you in a separate report some time 
ego, so I feel it is no use again explaining the matter here, I 
still get a lot of complaints from the Indians about this school, 
some of them have advised me thet until there is a change they 
will not let their children go back next year. 


The plumbers have been working at the school much longer than they 
should have been as a lot of the time they were doing work which 
should have been done by the school engineer. 


We struck water about three hundred yards from the school. The 
well digger advises me there is 4 feet of water in it, The well 
is 56 ft. deep, and there is a good stream flowing into the well 
and doesn't think it could be pumped dry with a 1)” pipe. The 
water is good and should overcome any problems for drinking water 
at this school. 


I have asked the Principal to put a pail and rope on it and use 
the water for drinking purposes, but at the tim of writing they 
have not taken a pail of water out. 


The children are still drinking water out of the taps from water 
from the lake, and they get water from a spring for the staff. 

I am getting a pump and jack from Mr. Simpson, File Hillis Agency, 
and heve em engine, and as soon as this arrives I will put it in 
the well and pump the well out and see what flow we have. I will 
algo have the water tested. 


‘The lighting plant engines will all have to be rebuilt thie summer. 
However, before we do this, I believe we should take the matter up 
with the Saskatchewan Power Commission to see what it would cost 
to run the power line to the school, a distance of eight niles, 

< the cost of this would not be too much, I believe it would be the 

lution to all our Aighting probldis out there.

Attached in duplicate is a letter from Mr. Gow 
dated May 29th with copy of enclosed report by Mr. Lyon 
of same date. 


You will observe that the water situation at 
this school has now reached the point where immediate 
action is necessary so that sufficient water can be secured 
from other sources than the present lake before next winter. 


Attention is called to Mr. Lyon's remarks under 
shallow wells. From the information furnished it would seem 
that Indien Affairs Branch should instruct their agent to 
immediately arrange for cleaning out and drilling deeper the 
well which he had put down, 1000 feet northwest of the school. 
If this well gives a reguler supply of water, another shallow 
well in the same general area should also be drilled by the 
agent. The work of well drilling seems urgent and should be 
expedited as much as possible. 


The survey of the general surface water situation 
including the proposal to obtein water from Fort Lake should 
be undertaken as soon as the party for this work oan be organ- 
ized. You will observe Mr. Gow's remarks regerding the re- 
quest to his head office for the engagement of two University 
Students for the summer months, and that if seme is authorized, 
he will detail an engineer and assistant for the survey. This 
survey should be undertaken as soon as possible and we are 


advising Mr. Gow accordingly.

We are enclosing herewith a memorandum Mr. G. M. Lyon 
of this staff relating to the water supply situation at the above 
mentioned institution. This memorandum was prepared following an 
inspection of the conditions and in accordance with the data requested 
in your letter of April 26th last. 


It would appear from Mr. Lyon's memorandum that the water 

supply situation at s institution has now become rather serious 

unless some solution is arrived at shortly, the eonditions next 
winter will be critical. It does not appear as if a water supply 
fron Rage hv -y —, be e yorueeees oF ution of a water 
sup. as po. ou’ paragraph © . m's memo- 
rakes, some alternative scheme should be considered and information 
geese for estimating the cost of such schemes. It would seem 
esirable to carry out Mr. Lyon's suggestion that a shallow well be 
developed and pumped to the school in order to supply a source of 
drinking water for all members of the institution and that a new 
pipe line be laid out into Gordon's Lake in order to supply a water 
supply for other p oses at the institution. Data that should be 
acquired, according Mr. Lyon's memorandum, relate to the improve- 
ment of the water supply at Gordon's Lake by cleaning out some of 
the natural water courses leading into it. 


It is desirable that the survey work, as covered by Mr. 
Lyon's estimate, be proceeded with in event and that the 
investigation should inelude data upon which estimates can be made 
covering the lay: of a new line into Gordon's Lake and improving 
the water courses leading into this lake. We have asked our Ottawa 
Office to authorize the engagement of two University students for 
the summer months, and s our request be acceded to, we will be 
able to detail an engineer and an assistant to this work.

An inspection was made by the writer at the above school 
on May 17th. 


Present Condition of Water Supply: 


The water level in the water supply lake at the school was 
89.0 on May 17th, compared to a water level of 90.2 on June 20, 
1945 - a drop of 1.2 feet. It is likely that it was still lower 
during the past winter but no definite information in this regard 
could be obtained. 


Last fall, alterations to the intake system into the well 
were carried out according to information received from the Indian 
. Davis. Holes were drilled through the concrete at 
bottom row but no flow of water 
4 not extend to this 
depth as shown on the plan. intake, which was laid 
near the hottom of the filter gallery at elev. 85.3, was broken by 
a a of dynamite. This resulted in a considerably increased 
flow of water into the well for sometime. 


However, during the late winter the inflow into the well 
decreased considerably and great difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining sufficient water for school r uirements. Mr. Davis 

said this was due to the school authorities leaving the well without 
sufficient protection from frost. He had new winter covers made to 
protect it against frost but some of them were never put in place. 
The well and the intake system eventually failed due either to frost 
or plugg up with silt and the school was without water, apparently 
for about three days. Another intake was laid directly into the lake 
and the f.. Vy down to the end of the crib, both entirely open 
to the wea © and consequently had to be drained after every pump- 
ing operation. This system successfully nore for the balance 

of the winter and is still pegeting but it is obvious that unless 
measures are taken to materially raise the lake level before next 
winter, the well intake will not operate without freezing up and 

the present uncovered line will not be satisfactory. 


The writer endeavoured to have the concrete well pumped out 
at the time of inspection but the only pump available for this was 
a hand-operated sludge pump which was inadequate to dewater the 
well. The water was lowered a foot, however, and returned to lake 
level in one half hour so that the Intake system cannot be plugged 
up and must have only been frozen last winter. 


According to Mr. parte, ante the school staff has been ob- 


taining drinking water from spring 14 miles to the south of the 
school, but the Principal states that the Indian children were also 
obtaining water from this source. 


Future Prospects of Present Supply: 


The present water supply will fail completely next winter un- 
less remedial measures are taken. The water Level the lake has 
receded to elev. 89.0 and will probably be 88.0 by next fall, at 
which level the concrete well and intake system will be useless in

1. Shellow Wells: 


During the pest winter, Mr. Devis coused two shellow wells, 
24 inches in diemeter, to be drilled in the vieinity of the school. 
One in the pleyground behind the achool wes put down ebout 140 feet 
through cley end encountered no water. The other, about 1,000 feet 
northwest of the school, encountered weter in grevel st 45 feet end 
wes drilled to 58 feet. Subsequently, 6 boulder fell in end blocked 
the hole et ebout 46 feet depth snd the 24 inch cesing only gees to 
thet depth. On Mey 17th, there wes ebout 3 feet of weter in the 
hole but the inflow wes not sufficient under pumping to furnish even 
e drinking weter supply. The well driller steted, however, thet 
before the hole wes blocked by the boulder, he could not bele the 
well dry with his beling bucket of ebout 8 gellon capacity, beling 
at the rete of about one bucket in 1} sinutes. I would suggest thet 
this well be cleaned out end drilled to e greater depth in the grevel, 
if possible, with en 16 inch eugers A perforeted pipe or screen 
should be sunk es e cesing for the portion of the hole in the grevel. 
It seems probable thet this well will give e sufficient supply of 
weter for drinking et least. If this well gives e reguler supply of 
water, it is possible thet otier shellow wells could be drilled end 
water loceted which would be sufficient to supply the school's 
requirements from sources in the vicinity. 


2. Fort’ Leke: 


Mr. Dempster's report on replenishing Gordon Leke with 
water *:¢a Fort Leke, which report wes prepared in 1938, is self- 
explenstory but conditions heve changed, The writer, accompenied 
by the Farm Instructor from the school, visited this leke on Mey 17th, 
and found not one but two lekes, se erated by e height of lend about 
8 feet ebove the present water level in the north portion of Fort Leke. 
This height of lend is located where the cutoff, shown ss dotted lines, 
appears on the sketch plen of November, 1937. Whether this outoffr 
wes above weter level in 1937 is not cleer from the plen but in eny 
eese the two lekes, formerly known es Fort Leke, ere now ebout two- 
thirds their former size - the lerger third being the north leke. 
The sloughe between Fort Leke end Gordon Lake ere now ell dry isnd, 
except slough "A". The old creek bed, connecting this chein of 
sloughs, is now four to eight feet ebove the bottom of these dry 
sloughs so thet no runoff is reeching Gordon Leke from its former 
dreinage eree further: east then slough "G". The Ferm Instructor, 
who is e netive of the reserve, told me thet this creek ren full every 
spring in the early 1920's but has not done so for meny years.

Referring to your notetion on a copy of 4 memorandum 
from Indien Affairs dated April 2nd, we informed Mr. Gow of 
the necessity for an inspection at the Gordon's Sehool and for- 
warded him what information was available regarding « proposed 
soheme to obtain additional water from Fort Lake and we are now 
in receipt of the following reply:- 


"we have for attention your letter of April 26th with 
enclosures with further reference to the water supply at the 
Gordon's Indian Residential Sehool neer Punnichy, Saskatchewan. 


"Late in September last, Mr. Davis, Indian Agent at 
Punnichy, called at our office and was loaned the plans showing 
details of the present intake and temporary measures for im- 
proving the water supply were outlined to him. Mr. Davis agreed 
to have these measures carried out and we now have your confirm- 
ation that the water supply had improved as a result. However, 
such improvement will probably be only temporary. 


"Mr. Ge Me Lyon of this staff is leaving Monday, May 15th, 
to visit our hydrometric stations in the Assiniboine and 
Qu'Appelle River Valleys and will visit the Gordon's Indian 
Residential Sehool. Mr. Lyon has visited the school previously 
end last year prepared a report outlining a scheme for develop~ 
ment of an adequate source of water at the mesent site. This 
report was forwarded you under date of August 4th last. Mr. 
Lyon will cheek on the present elevation of the pond at the 
school and the present water supply situation. He will also 
cheek on Fort Lake and insofar as possible, by observation, will 
note the possibilities of utilizing water from this leke to 
augment the present source of supply. 


"A preliminary study of the proposals to pump water from 
Fort Lake to the Gordon's Indian Residential Seheol tends to 
show that ea 3" pipe line will be necessary; that the initial 
cost will be at least $16,500., that the annual operation costs 
will be $2,000. and that depletion of Fort Lake will eventually 
oecur. 


"Mr. Lyon will also arrange to visit the Lebret Indian 
Residential Sehool and note the condition of the sewage disposal 
bed at that place. Upon his return to the office, after his 
10-day or S-weeks trip, Mr. Lyon will prepare a memorendum out~ 
lining hie observations and a copy of the same, together with 
recommendations will be forwarded you." 


We are prepared to agree with Mr. Gow thet the original 
estimate of $10,000.00 to install an auxiliary line from Fort Lake 
might have to be considerably increased if the work is done under 
present conditions. The possibility of eventual depletion of the 
water in Fort Lake must be considered and thet is a matter needing

With reference to your memorandum of April 
2nd last, I am enclosing, for your information, copies of 
memoranda from Mr. Mills, dated May 14th and June 4th, of 
a letter from Mr. Gow, dated May 20th and of a report from 
Mr. Lyon also dated May 29th. 


It will be noted that in his memorandum of 
pe 14th Mr. Mills states that a preliminary study of the 
sche 


me to pump water from Fort Lake to the school indicates 
that the initial cost will be at least $18,500 and that the 
annual operation costs will be $2,000 and that there is no 
pee oa that doing this will be a permanent solution to 
he water supply problem at this school. 


While the survey proposed by Mr. Gow may 
secure some useful information, it would appear, in any 
event, that the expense to pump water from Fort Lake is 
practically prohibitive . 


We therefore concur in Mr. Mills' suggestion 
that the Indian Agent should be instructed to have fhe well 
1,000 feet no®thwest of the school cleaned out and drilled 
deeper and if a fair supply of water is secured, a similar 
well should be drilled in the same general area. While we 
have no figures on the cost of the well already drilled 

58 feet, it is thought the cost of a well 70 feet deep, 
might be in the order of $400.00, 
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If these two wells prove to be able to supply 
a fair quantity of water after they have been in use a few 
months, the question of pumps and a pipeline to the school 
can be taken up.

The pump I am using,pumps 1000 gallens per hour, and when the 
well is pumped dry, it comes up te 9+ ft level. I am quite 
certain that our water troubles at this school, are ever with. 


This well is located about 200 yards from the original pipe line 
and a trench will have te be dug and pipes laid te the ether 
line. However,I will take this metter up with you latter, 

just as soon as I thereughly test the well, It is my intentien 
te go up there and spend ea day and theroughly test the time it 
takes to lower the water and rise again. 


The water in this well is real goed water. 
Will you please forward me by airmail, a cheque for $500, 


prebably some of this money will net be spent on the well, 
but it can be used for digging trenches.

Purther to my letter of the 3rd inst, I went to the Gordon 
Sehool yesterday to test the water supply in the new well. 


I pumped for half an hour with a centrifugal pump with a 2° 
stream, and brought the water down 4 ft. The water comes in at 
the tate of 3 ft an hour. 


The well is 4 ft by 4 ft and there is 10 ft of water in it. 


In my opinion there is enough water to keep the sehool going 
if an eleetrie automatic pump ia installed so that ail the 
water will not be drained out of the well at one time. This 
would mean running electrie wires from the school to the well, 
@ Gistance of 800 ft. 


mew well is 250 ft from the present water line from the 
tO the lake, therefore it will be necessary to dig a 
ot tek from thie line over to the well, and put in mew pipes. 


If an eleetrie pump is installed in the well and the well covered 
for winter with insulation, it will mot be mecessary to build 
@ pump\house. 


When Mr. Lyons from the District Engineer's Office,Dept, Mines & 
Resources, Winnipeg, was up here, I had him look over the ground 
in the event of us getting water, and if you would take the matter 
up with the District Engineer's office, I believe they will be 
able to advise just what is needed. 


The school will be opening within a few weeks and work should be 
undertaken as quiekly as possible.

Under date of July 25th, Mr. R. 8. Davis, the Indien Agent, 
reports as follews: 


‘The well near the leke we started while Mr. Lyon was at the 
gohool is now down about 16 fect. It hae 5 feet of water, 
whieh seems to be caning in fast. 


I have put in a wooden pump to keep the water out, but have 
hed trouble with pmp which delayed us « little, 


The formetion in the well is changing from straight stone and 
gravel to stone, clay and grevel. Prospoots of a supply of 
water leoks promising.’ 


You will note fron Mr. Davie's latest report that he considers 
prospects of a supply of water to be promising. However, the 
inflow into the well may not be mfficient to provide an edequate 
supply fer all needs of the school, but we must await further 
reperts as to the definite nature of the results of the well 
drilling. 


I aleo wish to drew your attention to the statement of Mr.Lyon 

that Indien Agent Davis will require additions] funds in order 

to complete this well, which he is supervising at our request. 

An additional advance of $150.00 at least will be required by hin. 
I wight also point out that if the supply of water in thie well 

ie found to be adequate that an additional $1000.00 will be required 
te connect the well with the echool. You will be advised further 
with respect to thie aetter."

Thies supply failed 
lest winter when the grevel frose to the bottan due to the 
low water levele prevailing et thet tine. 


Veriouw possibilities have been mentioned in the 
pest for supplenentary or siternative supplies, but none have 
been developed. 


Two shellow wells drilied least winter under the 
direction of Mr. R. &. Davie, the Indien Agent, sre shown on 
the plan. 


Hole #1 ot elevation 119.8 wee drilied 140 feet deep 
120 feet west of the echool. The drilling wee el! in cley 
end no weter wee fount. 


Hole #2 at elevetion 91.6, 
the school wee drilled to « depth of 66 feet. 
water-dearing grevel wes obteined in thie hole 
feet. This hole was cleaned out to « depth of 
the inflow tested duri-¢ the writer's presence. 
overnight there wae only 1) feet of water in the wel) 
was lowered to ) foot after beling out ebout 20 cellens in 
helf an hour, inficeting @ low rate of inflow. While this 
well would supply sane drinking water for the school, it is not 
likely thet there would be enough water to supply the whole 
dene nd for thet purpose.

Re: Water Supply - Gordon's Indian 
R ntial School, Saskatchewan 


The following has been received from Mr. T.T. Rose of 
Mr. Gow's staff in Winnipeg, under date of August 21st:- 


"In view of the early approach of the time for school 
reopening, the attached memo prepared by Mr. Lyon is for~ 
warded immediately on its completion. Mr. Gow may see fit 
to = comment on the subject when he returns to the 
office. 


It 1s considered the "Immediate onerannty supply” 
deseribed on the last page could best be put nto effect 

in a short time as the supply pumped from the lake directly 
will most likely be at its worst during the next couple of 
months. This temporary provision could serve while the 
permanent extension was being installed. Also a thorough 
test period would be enough to show, in a week's time, 
whether the well can supply adequately to fill the achool's 
needs. In that time the chemical state of the water flowing 
in would be stabilized and an analysis would be typical of 

a regular supply. Both these points would provide for a 
final decision whether to proceed with the more permanent 
installation. 


Under present conditions of shortage in material supply, 
it is beat to order for the permanent extension as soon as 
possible." 


A copy of Mr. Lyon's report of August 20th is attached in 
duplicate along with single copies of the plan, profile and 
section through the holes. 


Mr. Lyon suggests that the gasoline pump be set up tempor- 
avily close to the new No.4 well and to be used to test out the 
svpply of water with the aid of some 2" pipe laid on the surface 
of the ground. It is also proposed to move theelectric pump from 
the school down to the well and set it 9 feet below the ground 
level to operate the permanent water supply automatically to the 
pressure tank by means of the present pressure switch. This will 
entail the coustruction of a power line for about 800 feet which 
is a long distance to transmit direct eurrent. 


If the gasoline pump can be made to work satis@actorily in 
the temporary position, we feel that it should be used permanently 
if possible thus leave the electric pump to operate in its 
present location to pump from the eonorete storage tank. le 
realize that the gasoline pump would operate temporarily at close 
to ite maximum suction head and if it were sunk further in the 
ground to the 9 foot depth suggested for the electric pump, there 
might be ventilation diffioul ties.

Sinee my last memorandum on this subject was submitted, 
a Gribbed well has been sunk alongside auger hole No.4, under the 
direstion of Mr. R. S. Davis, the Indian Agent. 


On August 10th, Mr. Davis reports in part as follows: 


"I pumped (this well) for half an hour with a 
centrifugal pump with a 2" stream and brought the 
water down 4 ft. The water comes in at the rate of 
3 ft. an hour. The well is 4 ft. by 4 ft. and there 
is 10 ft. of water in it". 


Using this information, the calculated rate of inflow is 
300 gals. per hour or 7200 gals. per day, which is apparently more 
than sufficient te sipply the school's estimated requirements of 
4,000 1s. per day. The sehool has a population of about 15 adults 
and 110 children during the winter season. No pipes are laid from 
the school supply to the barn or gardens. 


I left instructions to make the well cribbing 4) ft. by 4$ft. 
at the bottom, tapering slightly to the top so that it would be easier 
to sink the oribbding through the gravel as excavetion progressed. If 
this was done, the above figures will be conservative. 


The well is apparently only 23 feet deep if there is only 10 
feet of water in it. Mr. Davis did not state and may not know if the 
bottom of the well is still in the gravel formation. Since the flow 
of water was apparently increasing as the excavation deepened, it is 
probable that the formation at the bottom was porous. 


It seems safe to assume that a dependable source of water 
supply has been found which will continue to furnish a supply as long 
as the lake level remains within two or three feet of its present 
elevation. If the lake drops more than that, it is likely that the 
present well will have to be deepened and possibly enlarged as well, 
pefore sufficient inflow and storage capacity is obtained. As this 
may Us done more economically when the lake is at a lower level,this 
operation may be postponed, temporarily at least. 


Enelesed is a plan, profile, and section showing the location 
and details of the proposed works necessary to supply water from the 
new well to the school. 


Extension to existing 3" Pipe Line; 


A pipe line, 230 feet long, is necessary to connect the new 
well to the existing 3 inch line. This connection should be mde seven

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At present there is an electrically driven pum installed at 
the school, pumping from the concrete reservoir into the school's pressure 
tank. fhis pump is a Fairbanke-Morse self-olling, speed 270 r.p.m. ,pressur 
100 lbsper square inch, capacity 1,000 galeper hour.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of Department letter of the 30th ultimo, 
File Noe 121-1-W T, in connection with the Gordon's Indian Residential School. 
Cn The Department will have received a telecram from Indian Agent 
k R.S. Davis to the effect that the small Lister engine, which had been repaired 
by the Mumford Medland Company of Winnipeg, and returned promptly to the school 


to be available for the opening of school, was, in some manner, put out of working 
order almost immediately after being put in operation. 


It may be found that only slight damage has been done to the engine 
and if the Department gave Mr. Davis authority, promptly, to engage an electrician, 
and he was able to find one, the small engine, and thereby the lighting system, 
may be put in working order again in a very short time. 


There are several other matters at the school to which Mr. Davis 
is giving all of his attention. At the end of August the school enginser ceased 
work and the present principal, who has been informed that he is going to be 
replaced, does not appear to have much interest in the future of the school. This 
has added considerable difficulty to Mr. Davis’ position in the matter. 


The order has been placed for the necessary pipes for the pipe line 
and as soon as the pipes are received the necessary excavating will be done, 
if men are available, to install the pipe line. Harvest operations are under way 
and casual labour is very much in demand at higher rates, therefore it will not 
be easy to get the excavating done. We ere not wishing to commence the excavating 
until the pipes are on hand in order that they may be laid as the excavating is 
done. The ground is gravelly and loose and the walls of excavation will not hold 
up for any length of time without cribbing. They will fall in immediately after 
being dug which is Mr. Davis' reason for wanting to lay the pipes as faseas the 
digging is completed. It is true there is a temporary arrangement for supplying 
water to the school but this can be operated only as long as it is not freezing. 
They are laid on the ground, consequently they will be put out of working order by 
freezing as soon as the weather turns cold. If the permanent water supply is not 
completed by that time there will be no way of getting water to the school. 


It will be seen that it is practically impossible to operate the school 
until we can be certain that both the lighting plant and the water supply are 
permanently repaired and safe against the elements. 


Mr. Davis has engaged 15 Indian women to clean the school and has 
arranged for the decorators to come in next week for repairing the plaster and 
doing the redecorating. The chimneys heave been neglected and arrancements are 
being made to have them cleaned. The kitchen stoves were in very bad condition. 
They have been cleaned and are now in working order. Whether the school opens at 
once, or not, a school engineer should be appointed and put to work at once as 
there are many matters around the school needing his attention even before the 
school is open. 


I fully realize the complications which will arise if the school is 
not opened immediately, but I do not think that they are as difficult to meet as 
would the complications be, if the children were returned to the school and it

Further to our File No. 1216<312-11 ACE. dated July 25th, 
to date we have had no reply to the above letter and requisition for light 
batteries for the Gordon's School. 


One Lister engine for this plant has been returned to the 
school and had only been running a very short time when smoke began issuing from 
the generator. On inspection by an electrician from Saskatoon it was discovered 
two of the field coils in the armature were burnt out. This was not the fault 
of the engineer at the school or the overhaul on the plant at Winnipeg. Yesterday 
an electrician from Saskatoon was given authority to repair the generator at an 
approximate cost of $80.00 to $100.00. 


As the same time he wished to instal a new set of batteries as 
the plates in the ones at the school now are badly oxidized and the level of sediment 
in the jars is up to the plate, consequently many of these batteries have internal 
shorts and will not take the voltage delivered by the generator. This brings up 
a@ resistance which overheats the Seperater and efter these repairs are made it is 
doubtful if the generator will last very long if we continue to use these old batter- 
les. 


Could we please have immediate action.

Memorandum:

Gordom Indian Sehool Water Supply. 


I arrived at the Gordon School on September 24th 
and met Mr. Davie, Indien Agent. Mr. Davie had been getting a 
temporary water supply for the school by placing @ centrifugal pump 
eleven feet Gown in the new well. The pump wae driven by belt drive 
from @ gas engine on the surface. The water was being pumped overland 
to the 3” pipeline near the old pump-house. The exeavation for this 
pipeline had just been completed and a supply of 2" pipe wee on hand. 
I completed the laying of this 250 feet of 2” galvanized iron pipe 
into the well. 


On investigation I found that: 
(1) The water in the lake ie unfit for use on acgount of stagnation. 


(2) The water supplying the new well comes from the opposite direction 
to the lake and is the water supplying the leke. The water runs 
into the well 13 feet from the surface near the bottom of the 
gravel sean. The flow into the well ie 500 gallons per hour, The 
well should be pumped for a year before supply is proved. 


The 3" guetion line fram the reservoir to the botler-room in the 
echool was eo badly corroded it had to be abandoned. Mr. Davis 
had set up the pump with a gas engine on account of the power being 
off ané leid @ suetion line overland to the reservoir. The pump 
iteelf was in bad repair. 


The reservoir at the school is 15" x 15" by 10 feet high. The 
iuteke and outlet ere 6 feet from the floor. Dead mice and bugs 
were found in the reservoir. 


The ol14 concrete well near the lake which had been in use, was full 
of lizerés. 


The gao engine running the eentrifugal pump at the well was worn 
out and it wae not practical to run the pump so far from the 
engine. 

It was not possible to buy pumps in Regina or Saskatoon. 


The 3” pipeline from the old pump house to the reservoir is badly 
corroded but ean serve for the time being. 


The system of pumping from the well to the reservoir and from the 
reservoir to the pressure tanks ie a good one,

moter which had previously ériven it. A power line 

well. The pump at the well is operated by closing the switch manually in 
the Power room at the school. The pump in the school works with a 
pressure control switch with relay. The pumps were rebuilt by H, Lambert 
Bleetriec Company, Saskatoon. 


The wiring work on the pole line and the inside wiring 
in conduit in the boiler-room was done by S.H. Brown eleetrician of 
Punnichy. The power line from the well to the school is approximately 
800 feet long. It was necessary to use poplar poles. The poles were 
peeled and creosoted on the butts. No.2 wire was used as No.4 was not 
obteinable,. 


The well was roofed over 6 feet above the pump and 
again at the surface, Trap doors were installed and a 3 inch vent pipe 
installed from the pump chamber to the surface. The two coverings over 
the pump chamber are insulated against frost. A building 8’ x 9° was 
moved from the Agency to the well, It will serve to keep snow off the 
entrance and prevent the installation being tempered with. It is not 
necessary to heat the building, an electric light was placed in the pump 
chamber. 


A new 2" suetion line was laid from the reservoir to 
the pump in the school. 


A relief valve was placed on the present tanks in 
the boller room. 


There ic a gas compressor to build up the air pressure 
for the storage tanks. 


When the pump in the well was started efter being idle 
two days it pumped 2000 gailons in two hours. I suspect water had banked 
up around the well. Later the water was lowered six feet in pumping forty~ 
five minutes. Thie equals the first performance of seventeen gallons per 
minute. The well should not be pumped for more than forty-five minutes 
at a time, and the water allowed to cane back for two hours. Mr. Davie 
ie posting a time table for pumping which allows for thirty minutes pumping 
im any two hours. In thie way the requirements of the school will bo met. 


When the supply of water in the well has been proved 
after a years pumping, which I think it will, I suggest a permanent concrete 
well be installed holding at least a day's supply of water. Water would 
then be pumped once a day and could also be available for the stables and 
as @ reserve in ease cf fire. 


The pipe line from the well to the reservoir will have 
to be renewed before long and this work should be done at the same time 
the permanent well ie constructed. 


Domestic Hot Hater 


There is a 550 gallon hot water tank in the boiler 
room connected to the steam heating boiler. It is alse connected to a 
hot weter heater. A emall vertical type boiler supplies steam to the 
launéry. 


Heating eccoceccessess 
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When I arrived at the school there was no elestric 
power. Both gas plants had been sent to Winnipeg for repairs. The 
batteries were run down, Before I left the enall plant a Lister 
V.1l0, AeS® RPM. 600 generator had been repaired and installed by 
H. Lambert Blectriec Company. New batteries were purchased, Mr. 
Lambert installed a relay to prevent the oatteries burning out the 


generator. 


fo me the plant is antiquated. I suggest that two 
Diesel plants be installed and the batteries done away with as soon as 
these plants can be purchased, alternating current generators, of course, 
being used. 


The direct current motors run from the plant are the 
two 8 HP. Motors on the water pumps and e 1 H.P. om the bread mixer. 


Mr. Davie hed considerable cleaning up and painting 
done at the sehool this fall. 


Now that the power and light are on at the school 
most of their difficulties ean be solved by a good man in the boiler 


enclosing a plan of the building area and «

Enclosed for your information is a copy of 
a memorandum from Mr. Mills, dated November 7th, together 
with a report by Mr. R.M. Martin, dated October 18th, 
relative to what has been done in securing a water supply 
for this school from the new well. 


It would appear, however, from Colonel 
Neary's memorandum of November 12th that the water supply 
from this well has already failed.

@ already submitted her resigation as class-room teacher. 


Mrs. Mayo has been teaching one of the classrooms but she intends to 
leave at the end of this month when her husband leaves. The result of this will 
be that there will be only one elass-room teacher, « Miss MacDonald, and there 
are about 100 children in the school, I believe that Miss MacDonald will prove 
a satisfactory teacher but she eertainly cannot teach three olass-rooms. 


The only sewize instruction which the girls ere receiving is the usual 
mending of 014 worn-out clothing. I informed the Principal that he should 
geeure some material with which the girls should be teught to make garments and 
other useful things which would cive them some interest in sewing. An Indian 
gixl will never become very interested in sewing if the only sewin: she ever 
does is the sewing of one pateh on top of another. This ie the only kind of 
sewing I have ever seen ot the Gordon's School. 


fhe Farming Instructor has very little initiative and it is nesessary 
for Mr. Ferguson to instruct him in his ‘wrk from day to day. He should be 
replaced by « man with a thorough knowledge of g@teain growing, cardeninz, and the 
eare of livestegk and machinery. Without « man of this kind there is little 
hope that the Indian boys will leave the school with « knowledce which will fit 
them for farming and livestock raising on their reserve. 


I found the building mich cleaner and more tidy than I have ever found 
it before. Most of the interior decoration has been completed and the interior 
of the building is no longer a disgrace to the Department. 


Notwithstanding the fact that I have twice ordered the removal of locks 
from the fire escape doors I again found two of them locked, and a third door 
with a lock on it, but this one was not locked. Apparently it is locked at times, 
otherwise the padlock would not be there. I informed Mr. Ferguson that this 
cannot be permitted. 


Gwo of the doruitories have not direct access to « fire escape and it 

_would be necessary for the ehildren from those two dormitories to cross « hall 

and enter another dormitory in order to cet to a fire escape. This ie not desirable 

for two reasons, First that the halle of the building, in ease of a fire, will 

be the most dangerous part of the building, and will probably be full of gmoke 

and fwnes. Second that having to cross the hall and enter another dormitory 

to a fire eseape is almost sure to rosult in confusion in ease of a fine. I have 

not previously criticised this when reporting on the Gordon's School as there 

have been so many other things to criticise and the building is reasonably safe 

from fire. However, I believe that a separate fire escape should be installed 

in order that the chilaren from the two dormitories in question could get directly 

#o the fresh air at the outside of the building without havin: to pass through 

a hell. Indian Agent Davis is goin; to submit « requisition for a fire escape 

which will service both of these dormitories and I would recommend that it be

I informed the Principal that he should 
seoure some material with which the girls should be taught to meke garments and 
other useful things which would <ive them some interest in sewing. An Indian 
girl will never become very interested in sowing if the only sewin; she ever 
does is the sewing of one pateh on top of another. This is the only kind of 
sewing I have ever seen ot the Gordon's School. 


The Farming Instructor has very little initiative and it is necessary 
for Mr. Ferguson to instruct him in his ‘wrk from day to dey. He should be 
replaced by « man with a thorough knowledge of @®ain growing, gardening, and the 
gare of livestock and machinery. Without « man of this kind there is little 
hope that the Indian boys will leave the school with a knowledce which will fit 
them for farming and livestoek reising on their reserve.

I wish to report that I visited the Gordon's Indian Residéntig) 
School on the 15th instant. This is the first opportunity I have had to visit 
the school since Reverend Thomas K. Ferguson was placed in charge as Acting 
Principal. 


Indian Agent Mr. R.S. Davis reported by telegram to the Department 
that the quantity of water in the new well had lessened considerably and also 
that the mineral content of the water was so heavy, according to the report 
of the Provincial Analyst, that the water was not fit for human consumption. 
Subsequently Mr. Davis sent a sample of the water to the Department at Ottawa 
for analysis and has not received a report of the finding resulting from that 
anelysis. 


On the day that I visited the school Mr. Martin, of the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch, arrived at the school, and I had a discussion with 
him at the school. He informed me that he intends to recommend, as a temporary 
measure, setting up an auxiliary pump from the lake to the well in order to 
provide an adequate supply of water. This brings us back to our original 
difficulty with the water supply, that the water will have a bad smell and will 
need chlorination to be safe for use, 


I understand from Mr. Martin that he intends to recommend that an 
effort be made to sink a deep well to serve this school. This, of course, would 
be a Grilled well, and it might be necessary to go to considerable depth to get 
an adequate supply of water. However, I believe this is the only hope that 
we have of getting a supply which will be safe and suffteient for school require- 
ments. If sufficient water cannot be obtained in this manner I do not see how 
it would be possible to continue to operate the school. 


Mr. Ferguson has no special training to fit him for Principal of a large 
institution but I believe he is energetic and conscientious, and will do his 
best. He is very short of staff at the present time, and the Indian and Eskimo 
Commission of the Church of England should make every effort to secure suitable 
staff for him at the earliest possible date. The chief emergency, so far as the 
staff is concerned, is the need for a real engineer. There does not appear to 
have been a suitable man in charge of machinery and equipment for several years, 
and this is the reason for a lot of the damace and neglect to the machinery, the 
cost of which has to be met by the Department from time to time, and it is not 
right that this should continue. 


Mr. Mayo, who was acting as Principal, and is remaining at the school 
until the end of this month, is a fair mechanic and most of his time was spent 
on work which should be the work of an engineer. When he leaves there will be 
no one at the school who knows anything whatever about tue care of machinery. 
The small Lister engine, which was repaired in Winnipeg and is now taking care 
of the whole of the power requirements of the school, is not nearly sufficient 
for the work expected of it, and may break down at any moment. If this happens 
before another engine is secured the school will have to be closed. The large 
Lister encine, which has been in Winnipeg for some months for repairs, is still 
not repaired and information has been received from the company in Winnipeg to 
the effect that they probably will be unable to get repairs for it for several 
months. This was discussed with la. Maptin and he is endeavouring to find another

Mr. and Mrs, Fawgswere sent to the school from Eamonton by the 
Indian and Eskimo Commission. Mr. Fawkes was to be a manual training instructor 
and Mrs. Fawks a class-room teacher. Mr. Fawkes is entirely unfit for this 
work. According to his own statement he has had very little experience in 
manual training instruction and seems to know little other than leather work. 
Leather work might be considered as one phase of manual training instruction 
but there are many things which should be taught other than leather work, and 
a suitable manual training instructor could, in the course of his instruction, 
assist the engineer to some extent to look after minor repairs. Mr. Fawks is 
almost a total cripple, and has to get around with crutches. He told me he has 
done no work since 1938 when he was stricken with Encephealomyelttis, I cannot 
see how he will ever be active enough to be a useful member of a residential school 
staff, and I so informed him. He now states that he intends to leave and his 
wife has already submitted her resignation as class-room teacher. 


Mrs. Mayo has been teaching one of the classrooms but she intends to 
leave at the end of thts month when her husband leaves. The resujt of this will 
be that thére will be only one class-room teacher, a Miss MacDonald, and there 
are about 100 children tn’the gchool. I believe that Miss MacDonald will prove 
a satisfactory teacher but she eertainly cannot teach three class-rooms. 


The only sewing instruction which the girls are receiving is the usual 
mending of 01d worn-out clothing. I informed the Principal that he should 
secure some materiel with which the girls should be taught to make garments and 
é6ther useful things which would give them some interest in sewing. An Indian 
girl will never become very {nterested in sewing if the only sewing she ever 
does is the sewing of one patch on top of another. This is the only kind of 
sewing I have ever seen at the Gordon's School. 


The Farming Instructor has very little initiative and it is necessary 
for Mr. Ferguson to instruct him in his work from day to day. He should be 
replaced by a man with a thorough knowledge of grain growing, gardening, and the 
care of livesto¢k and machinery.

With reference to our recent phone conversation with Mr.Phelan 
and alee with Mr. Ducet,wmidadeat the Gordon School, I have just 
received the results of the tests of water taken from the hole in 
the ice om the lake, amd from the well. Copies of these tests 
are enclosed. 


You will see that the solid contents are muck less in the well 
them in the lake. Por years the staff of this school and the 
pupils have been drinking this water without any i411 results, but 
of course it was chlorinated, which was mot the case in the 
samples tested. I do not know if the chlorinating will help 
the mineral content or not, but we have sent in a sample after 
mixing ehloride of lime and putting in into the tank. Im this 
district and the town of Punnichy, all the water has a certain 
@mount of salts. Our well at the Agency is a deep well in the 
mbighbourhoad of 300 feet deep and the tests show we have total 
solids of 1920 parts per million. By digging @ deep well no 
doubt we will get away from some mineral content, but not all. 

I think this should be done as soon as possible. The cost of this 
would be appreximately $5000.00. 


Mr. Martin the Engineer, is still here and we have & pump working 
from the lake to the school and we are also using the water from 
the welle 


as this pipe runs from the lake to the well on the outside and is 
them connected to the pipe lime into the school, we will have 
4ifficeulty with freezing and it is a one man’s job to lock after 
it, and as you cannot depend on the people aroumd the school to 
properly care for this, I have taken the liberty te hire George 
Pratt, am Indiam who is fairly reliable and has had experience 
with pumping both from the lake and well as he worked at the scho 
for a number of years, to do all the pumping and keep the tanks 
@t the school full, and the pipes free from ice. I have purchased 
@ berrel of fuel oil for him with which té mike torches to warm

I explained to Mr. Ducet that we would have to get an electric

Mr. Ducet knows just what we want and is taking the matter up in 
Winnipeg regarding price etc, and promised to do what he could to 
see that you placed the ordere I also talked over with him the 
matter of getting a chlorinator at once, one which was large 
enough to chlorinate about 5000 gallons per day. These two things 
are urgently meeded, and the sooner you can get them here, the 
better.

REPORT ON A SANITARY SURVEY OF THE WATER SUPPLY AT 
GORDON'S INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL AT PUNNICHY, SASKATCHEWAN 


Examined - December 1 - 2, 1946. 

Gordon's Indian Residential School is 
situated seven miles south of the railway station at 
Punnichy, Saskatchewan. At the time of the examination 
there were approximately 120 persons, ineluding 100 
pupils and 20 staff members, residing at the school. 

Principal - Mr. Mayo. 
Acting Principal —- Rev. Ferguson. 
Indian Agent - Mr. R.S. Davis. 

The present water supply includes two, 
systems. The main source of supply is obtained from a ‘ 
well, and a lake. The secondary source of supply is 
obtained from snow, and rain water falling on the roof 
of the building. 

The Main Water Supply 

The well, which was constructed in 1946, 
was originally intended to supply the normal demands of 
the school. It is 700 feet from the school and 100 feet 
inshore from the lake. The well shaft is 4 feet square 
and approximately 30 feet deep. Water is drawn from the 
well by a 2" dia. intake pipe, fitted with a coarse screen 
and foot valve, attached to an electrically- driven pump 
(Fairbanks-Morse Motor, Type D, Serial No. X55298; 2 HP, 
D.C. ll5v, 16.$a, 1,750 RPM, attached to a centrifugal 
pump with an 8" dia. impeller). Un leaving the pump, the 
water is forced through a 2" dia. discharge pipe to a 
10,000 gallon cistern adjacent to the school building.

The lake could be termed a pond as the 


water surface is only 100,900 square yards in extent, 


and the drainage area is less than % square mile. An 


intake,through the ice on the lake surface,was recently 
constructed to supplement the limited volume of water 
obtainable from the well. This intake was placed in a 
temporary housing 100 feet from the lake shore. Water, 
from this emergency source of supply, is drawn through 
a 14" dia. intake pipe to a gasoline-driven pump (London, 
self-priming centrifugal pump; Serial No. 465636, Model 
LW; Manufactured by Lawson Co., New Holstein, Wisconsin). 
This pump forces the water through a 14" dia. discharge 
pipe, supported on blocks above ground, to the 2" dia. 
pipe leading from the well to the cistern. By a suitable 
valving arrangement, water can be pumped to the school 
from either the lake or the well. 

The eauipment, installed in the school 
puilding for the distribution of the water, includes 
a pump and motor, two pressure tanks, a pressure filter, 
and appurtenances. The motor,attached to the pump,is 
equipped with an automatic start-stop arrangement adjusted 
to maintain the water pressure between 25 and 45 pounds 
per square inch. Water is drawn from the cistern by an 
electrically-driven pump (Fairbanks-Morse Pump rated at 
1,900 gallons per hour, 270 RPM is driven by Fairbanks- 
Morse Motor, Serial No. X52154, Type DH, 8 HP, 1,750 RPM; 
D.C. 115v, 16.3a) which forces it through the pressure 
tanks to the outlets in the building, 
The Secondary Water Supply 


The secondary source of supply is 
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“™ iaian school, Punnichy. Sask. 

obtained by collecting melted snow, and rain water, from 
the roof of the school. This water i# stored ins second 
10,000 gallon concrete cistern beside the huilding. The 
sole outlet to this cistern is a handpump located in the 
basement of the school. This supply is necessarily limited 
and, consequently, is used only for laundry and cooking 
purposes. 
Water Treatment 

There has been no systematic treatment 
of the water during the present school term. The pressure 
filter, installed in the basement, (Water Softener and 
Filtration Plant, supplied by the International Filter 
Co.) has been disconnected and out of use for a number 
of years. However, following the receipt of unfavourable 
bacteriological analyses from the Saskatchewan Department 
of Public Health, there have been attempts to chlorinate 
water from the main supply. As far as can be ascertained, 
these attempts were haphazard as the required procedure 


was not known.

The Sewerage System 

Sewage is discharged into a septic tank 
100 feet from the school tilding. The effluent from this 
tank runs into a slough 400 feet from the school. This 
slough is in the opposite direction from the lake, and 
separated from it by the high ground on which the school 
stands. 
CUNCLUSTON 

There are numerous potential,and actual 
sources of pollution in this system. 

The drainage area of the lake is unrestricted. 
This area includes part of the school grounds, farm 
land, and wooded country. Consequently, there are 4 
number of persons in close proximity to the lake who 
could contaminate it. 

The lake is used for watering cattle. 
Two watering holes in the ice were note, during the 
examination. It was evident that these had been cut for 


cattle as their droppings were noticed nearby. Une of 


Such an arrangement ie an obvious source of pollution. 
The emergency intake pipe, from the 
lake, is suppfeted on blocks above ground. After pumping, 
it is necessary to disconnect and drain this pipe to 
prevent it from freezing. While this pipe is being 
connected and disconnected, and during the time it is 
left open to drain, there is ample opportunity for the 


pipe to become contaminated. 


fhe well shaft is not water-tight as 
it is made of wood. Thus it is possible for contaminated 


surface water to enter the well shaft. 
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* rae 
Uriginally the pump, installed in the 


well shaft, was supported by a wooden floor. However, 


during repairs, this floor was removed and the pump was 
supported by two planks. Since that time this flooring 
has not been replaced. Thus there is a danger of polluting 
substances falling from the pump level to tne water 


surface. This is an ever present danger as the operator 
descends the shaft several times a day to start and 


stop the pump. 


— 


The entrance to the main water supply 
cistern is above ground. This entrance was originally 
well protected by a fitted, dome-shaped, cast iron lid. 
However, a hole has been cut in this lid.This hole was 
made to allow a wooden pole, adapted as a float gauge, 
to fluctuate freely. It serves this purpose, but_it 
also allows contaminating substances to enter the cistern. 

An open pipe line connects an upper 
level of the cistern to a sump in the basement of the 
school. This pipe line allows water to enter the sump 
when the water level of the cistern is above the level 
of the sump. If, subsequently, water is drawn from the 
cistern before water in the sump is pumped to waste, 
there is a danger of contamination entering the cistern 
in the backflow from the sump. 

The results of the bacteriological 
analyses,of samples taken from this water supply system, 
show a marked degree of contamination. It is evident 
from these results that the water, in its raw state, 
is not safe for human consumption. It should also be 
noted that the mineral salt content, although not 


dangerous, is obectionably high.

School are extremely unsatisfactory. In order to eliminate 
some of the worst aspects of the present installation 
it is recommended that the following steps be taken. 

1. It is impractical to enforce 
restrictions to the drainage area of the lake, as it 
includes part of the school grounds and a farm. However, 
persons frequenting the immediate vicinity of the lake 


should be warned against fouling the water. 
2. Cattle should not be water directly 


from the lake, especially, not from the immediate vicinity 
of the intake. 

3. Great care should be exercised in 
handling the emergency pipe line when it is being connected 
and disconnected. To eliminate the possibility of con- 
-tamination, and to provide a more practical means of 


draining the pipe, a drainage valve should be installed 


adjacent to the pump. 

4- The flooring beneath the pump, in 
the well shaft, should be replaced. 

5. The hole in the cover of the main 


water supply cistern should be sealed. This would

6. The pipe line connecting the cistern 
to the sump, should be permanently sealed. 
7. Both water supplies should be 


chlorinated. This is the most urgent, immediate recom

8. A supply of orthotolidin, and a 
comparator should , 


chlorine tesidual.is present. 

9. An automatic hypochlorinator should 
be installed in the main water supply system. The ideal 
locatién for this equipment would be on the pipe line 
leading to the cistern from the well. A sufficient contact 
period would be assured with such an arrangement. 

At the time of the examination it was 
recognised that chlorination of these supplies was 
necessary. Therefor typewritten instructions, detailing 
manual emergency chlorination procedure, were prepardd 
and left with officials of the school. If carried out, 
these instructions will provide a dosage of 3 ppm 
available chlorine for the main water supply, and 2ppm 
for the secondary supply. 

10. Water from the main supply source 
should not be used for drinking, as it is not very 
palatable, and as it has a large mineral salt content 
which is the probable source of a laxative effect. To 
utilize the secondary supply for drinking,it will be 
necessary to provide a suitable means of distribution 
as, at present, there is only one inefficient outlet. 

A suggested means of effecting this distributiqh, is 


to provide six 5-gallon water bottles, similar to those 
used in office buildings, to dispense the drinking water.

These water bottles would be placed in readily accessible 
positions about the school building after being filled 
with chlorinated water from the secondary supply. 

It is to be emphasised that the fore- 
-going recommendations are suggested as a means of 
improving the worst features of a very unsatisfactory 
supply. These recommendations are not intended to produce 
a wholesome safe supply, but are emergency measures to 
improve the quality of the water until a more satis- 
-factory source is obtained. ; smeqpesesniareemesinn 

i The following two recommendations are 

believed to be both necessary and practical. They will 
effect a more permanent solution to the water supply 
problems encountered at the Indian School. 

11. A deep well should be drilled,as 
it has been proven that shallow wells in this vicinity 
do not maitain a sufficientgield to satisfy the water 
demand of the school. In support of this statement, 
there is considerable correspondence, on file in the 
Indian Agent's Office, dealing with trouble encountered 
with shallow well supplies in recent years. It is admitted 
that there is no guarantee of a deep well furnishing an 
adequate water supply. However, in view of the foregoing 
facts and the present situation, it should prove to be 
more practical and economical than continued reliance on 
inadequate surface, or shallow well supplies. 

If a deep well is to be drilled, the 


present manual chlorination could be continued until it 


ee 


is in service. Subsequent tests on the deep well water 
may show that it doesn't require chlorination. Thus, it 


may be possible to save the expense of a hypochlorinator. 
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12. An experienced, practical man 


should be placed in charge of the electrical and mech- 
~anical equipment of the school. Besides the heating 


units, this equipment includes two electrically-driven 
pumps, one gasoline-driven pump, and a gasoline-driven 
electric generator, which operate the water supply system. 
Lately, the men placed in charge of this machinery have 
had only a rudimentary knowledge of its operation and 
maintenance. Such men, although mot necessarily negligent, 
cannot be expected to maintain machinery at operating 
efficiency. Because of their lack of training, minor 
defects go unattended until they result in a major 
breakdown, with a consequent partial or total failure 

of the water supply. Therefore, it is felt that a competent 
maintenance man is the best insurance against recurrent 
failures of machinery, and disruption of the water 


supply system.

The report on the water supply of Gordon's Indian 
Residential School was originally submitted before the results 
of the chemical analysis of the water were known. This was 
possible as it was realized that data obtained from such an 
analysis could not appreciably change the opinion on such an 
obviously unsatisfactory supply. If such a course had not been 
taken the report would have been delayed for a month as chemical 
analyses are often time-consuming, especially when the laboratory 
has limited space available, as is the case of the laboratory in 
Regina. Thus, by forwarding the report before the analysis was 
completed, it was possible for remedial action to be instituted 
at an earlier date. 

As was anticipated, the results of the chemical 
analysis bear out the original observation that water from the 
present supply sources is not fit for human consumption. There 
are excess amounts of the following items in the water:

This partial chemical analysis emphasizes the inferior 


quality of the water. 
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Indian School, Punnichy, Sask. 


It is possible to improve the bacteriological 
quality by ¢hlorination, but to improve the chemical quality 
satisfactorily it would be necessary to instal a complete 
water treatment plant. This expedient is out of the question 
as it has already been foreseen that the present sources of 
supply are not adequate for the needs of the school. There- 
fore the only reasonable conclusion obtained from the forego- 
ing data supports the recommendation in the report that another 


source of supply should be obtained by drilling a deep well.

Referring to your memorendum of December 10th on

Replying in deteil to questions (e) and (b) of 
your memorandum of December 10th, we would sedvise es follows:~- 


(a) There appears to be nothing more to be done to 
ensure a sefe temporary source of water supply. The 
Senitery Engineer, Mr. Goode, left instructions et the 
sehool re temporary weter treetment and the Director of 
Indien Affaire advises under dete of Januery 10th thet 
@ ehlorinetor is being provided so thet the weter will 
be purified from becteriolegicel pollution. However, 
the mineral content of the well and leke weter is too 
high end wr. Goode recommends thet it be not used for 
drinking end seems to suggest thet the soft water 
supply from the roof gould be used for drinking. We 
understend that ‘ce has been hauled in during the winter 


for e drinking supply. 


(bo) In the present school locetion the only proposel 
remaining to be tried is thet of drilling a deep well, 
although there can be no guerentee of a setisfectory 
supply from this source. Water might not easily be 
found and if found, might be of poor quelity. 


Mr. Mertin, on November <6th, reported the 
retes for drilling. From these figures two wella could 
eech be drilled to 200 feet depth end cesed with 5-5/8" 
pipe for e cost of about $3,000.00 or one well eould be 
drilled and cased to edepth of about 400 feet for the 
seme eamount.

In regard to thie water eupply I beg to draw your 
attention to different resemnendations thet I have made in nenoranda 
to you and in letters to Mr. T.5. Mills, while I was at Punnichy. 


In my menoranéum of October léth I pointed out that the 
eupply of water in the new well ehcald be tested out over a pericé of 
time before going to the expense of installing permanent well cribbing, 

and pipeline repaire. In November the oapply decreased 
to 110 gals. per hour, due to a drop of one foot in the water level. 
I augmented thie water supply by fitting a temporary line to the lake, 
and recommended: 


(1) That a hyjo -chlorinator be plesed immediately in the boiler 
room on the discharge aide of the punp. There are two 1000 gni 
pressure tanke on the discharge line. In my opinion the hype-chlorinator 
would be required, regardless of sucrce of water supply. 


(a) That the builéing area be drilled for a rater supply. 


In my letter of November 20th to Mr. Mills I estimated the 
eost of the ebove undertakings to be $5,500, to $6,500, according to 
results from érilling. If the reeulte from drilling are not satie- 
factory I believe it possible to exeavate a reservoir at the present new 
well which would supply eufficient eater. If & hypochlorinator were 
installed at the present time it would be determined whether the water 
would be fit for use or not. 


I see no great 4ifference between Mr, Goode’s recommendation 
and my own as far as @ permanent solution goes, which ic that the ares 
be Grilled for water. 


Mr. Davie, Indien Agent, told me he would have ice hauled 
for @rinking purposes Guring the winter. The cistern referred te in 
lr, Goede’s repert holds the drainage water from the roof of the school. 


In my memorandum of Oetobver 1éth I advieeé having a skilled 
man in the boiler-room to teke care of boilers, generators, and punps. 
I believe that thie hae not been done. 


With regard to water analysia, Mr. Davie sent two samples 
to the University of Saskatchewan. He was to eend a copy te this 
office with the original to Ottawa. The tests made by the Department 
of Health showed more contamination in the well than im the leke. Thies 
was no Goubdt due to the well being open below the ladder. 


In my opinion the first move to make in thie matter is to 
@rill for water. Clark Drilling Co., et fatrous and the Internationa) 
Water Supply Company, Regina, are érillers in thie area.

; We have been in communication with the Inter- 
national Water Supply Limited, London, Ontario, who are 
affiliated with Layne and Bowler Incorporated, Memphis, Tennesee, 
and who have had very extensive experience in the installation 
of what is known as the Layne Gravel Wall type of well. We are 
of opinion that this type of well is more likely to provide an 
adequate water supply than can be secured by simple well drilling 
and casing. 


With the installation of a Layne Gravel Wall type

This school caused me a lot of trouble the first two months of the 
quarter, but the last month things have been a little smoother and 
it has been unneccessary for me to visit it so often.Some time 

ago I forwarded a complete report on conditions in the school, but 
can't say if things have improved or not, but they look better on 
the surface. They have a manual training teacher at the school 

but he has not been able to do much along this Line owing to the 
fact that they haven't very many tooks to work with. 


This school is certainly lacking in organized sports. However one 
of Principals,informed he was starting to do something along these 
lines 

A lot of work will have to be done at this sehool or in my opinion 
it will be impossible to re-open it after the summer vacation. 

I would not like to take the responsibility to recommend that the 
equipment there go through another winter. If the heating system 

is put in first class shape for the September term,we should 
demand that an Engineer be put in charge, other wise we will have 
to do this work over again within a year or so,

This morning the Superintendent of Welfare 
end Training had an interview with Dr. Alderwood, 
Secretary of the M.S.C.C., Mr. Ostrander, Inspector 
of Indian Agencies for Saskatchewan, and Mr. Hargreaves 
of the Surveys and Engineering Branch. 


During the course of the discussion, Mr. 
Margreaves pointed out the absolute necessity for 
snaking the changes suggested in the attached report 
at an approximate cost of $21,500. 


In addition to the expenditure mentioned, 
Mr. Hargreaves and Inspector Ostrander agreed that 
it would be advisable to put eaves trough on the school 
and build eae special tank to hola soft water which 
would only be used in operating the heating system, 


In addition, it wes also agreed thet it 
would be advisable to install two boilers iusteaa of 
one, With these additional improvements, the totel 
expenditure will probably reach $35,000. 
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The situation is a very serious one, and 
in order to nave this school in proper condition to 
reopen in the Yall, it is absolutely essential that 
the improvements mentioned above be carried out during 
the next four months. 


Funds for the above purpose were not 
specifically provided in the main appropriation for 
the fiscal year 1947-48, but I hope that the Minister 
will approve the expenditure and I intend te include 


the amount of $35,000. for the purpose in the sup~ 
Ray estimates for the ourrent fiscal year.

In connection with Mr. Hoey's memorendum of April 
26th, 1947, bearing your notation of May Srd with reference 
to the above, we comment as follows: 


Thers is no doubt in our minds that the work oute 
lined in our memorandum of April 10th, 1947 should becarried 
out this summer, but only on the condition that a reliable 
gouree of water is provided. The boiler could fail at any 
time, and if it were decided to risk ecperating this unit 
another winter, there is no standby boiler to take over, and 
there is no room to install one. 


The Internationel Water Supply Ltd., has been en- 
gaged to drill test holes and the work is to be underteken 
as soon as possible. Failure to discover a satisfactory 
source of water coupled with a decision to attempt to carry 
on with the present heating equipment, could only result in 
the automatic closing of the School. This wes the thought 
brought to the attention of the School Authorities by our 
Mr. Hargreaves on his recent visit. 


Not only is the boiler in ® precarious state, but 
most of the piping and radiation is badly plugged with scale, 
Sludge and other foreign matter, end we feel that nothing but 
trouble would result from an attempt to continue operations 
under these adverse circumstances. 


It is again pointed out that the work involved in 
connection with the heating system would take 3 to 4 months 
to carry out, under favourable circumstances, and if the 
School is to be opened aswuel in September, this fact should 
not be lost sight of. 


Our officer was present at a meeting held in Mre 
Neary's office on May let st which « full discussion took 
place, and all the selient fects were pointed out.

In accordance with a request received from 
Indian Affairs Branch, an officer from this Service visited 
the above and carried out an extensive inspection of the 
heating, plumbing and domestic water services, 


The results of these investigations are sum- 
marized below with recommendations and approximate costs 
to carry out the necessary revisions. 


The heating system is served by one low pressure 
steam steel portable type heating boiler. This boiler 
leaks in numerous places and theugh attempts have been made 
to weld the cracks, it has not been possible to mike a 
satisfactory job, and the leaks are becoming progressively 
worse. Regular blow-downs to remove scale and dirt cannot 
be carried out as the boiler is burnt thin in many places 
and is in danger of a complete collapse. 


The piping system in the Basement is badly 
corroded and is full of scale, dirt and sludge. As a con- 
sequence, its area has been reduced so much that even when 
@ pressure of 10 pounds per square inch is raised, the 
steam does not reach the ends of the mains and branches, 


Many radiators have been cracked and repairs have 
been attempted. Such repairs have not proved to be satis- 
factory. Radiators which have been removed were examined 
and found to be full of scale, dirt and sludge, and they 
cannot be cleaned.

The staff turnover has been frequent 
and it has been hard for the School Authorities to attract 
men with the minimum qualifications to take on this important 
post.

In accordance with a request received rrom 
Indian Affairs Branch, an officer from this Service visitea 
the above and carried out an extensive inspection of the 
heating, plumbing and domestic water services, 


he results of these investigations are sum- 
marized below with recommendations and approximate costs 
to carry out the necessary revisions. 


The heating system is served by one low vressure 
steam steel portable type heating boiler. This boiler 
leaks in numerous places and though attempts have been made 
to weld the cracks, it has not been possible to make a 
satisfactory job, ana tne leaks are becoming progressively 
worse, kKegular blow-downs to remove scale and dirt cannot 
be carried out as the boiler is burnt thin in many places 
and is in danger of a complete collapse. 


The piping system in tne Basement is badly 
corroded aud is rull of scale, dirt and sludge. As 4 con- 
sequence, its area has been reduced so much that even when

If the boiler has not yet been purchased for the Gordon's Indian 
Residential School I would suggest writing to Mr. &. Hickson, District 
Inspector, Central Airways, 808 Confederation Life Building, Winnipeg. 


Enclosed herewith is copy of a letter which I have received from 
him in reply to an enquiry of mine. Something should be done very soon about 
the installation of the boiler and remewal of the radiators and connections 
at the @rdon'’s Indian Residential School. Also, a definite decision should be 
made as to the development of the spring, regarding which Mr. Mitchell has reported 
to his Branch, that is the Surveys and Engineering Branch. 


It was my recommendstion that a deep well be sunk near the school 
to whatever depth is necessary to secure an adequate supply of water. The 
Surveys and Engineering Branch received information that a well had been sunk 
in that vicinity to a depth of 385 ft., I believe, and they were informed that 
no water had been struck, and there was very little indication that water would 
be found before reaching bedrock, which might be 700 or 800 ft. In view of this 
information they decided it was inadvisable to proceed with the sinking of the 
well. Mr. Mitchell therefore explored the possibility of developing a spring 
which is about 14 miles from the school. This may be found to be a satisfactory 
solution and a suggestion to this effect was made by m about two years ago 
but it was not taken very seriously by anpone. 


If the Surveys and Engineering Branch spend the rest of the summer 
trying to decide which should be done nothing will be done and the school 
cannot be opened for the next term.

burned and rebuilt in 1929. When the contract was let and 
the work to be gone on with we wrote to the Civil Service 
Commission, advising them that we would require an Inspector 
of Construction and that, if possible, we would like to 
heve Mr. William Swan appointed, as he was employed during 
the tuilding of the original school and his services were 
very satisfactory; they issued a temporary certificate in 
his favour for #ix iwaths, from October 27, 1929, at a sale 
ary ef $6.00 a day. This was renewed for a further period 
of six months, as the work on the Gordon's sehool had not 
yet been completed,

Muscowequan Indian reesei ial school and, as Mr. Swan's 
certificate was still current and the Gordon's echool 
@lmoat completed, we decided to utilise his services in 
connection with the Muscowequan's school and he was so 
advised on June 23, 1930. When his certificate expired on 
Gutober 27 we requested the Civil Service Commission to 
renew it for a further period of eix months, which they 
have done, but they requested that we obtain the authority 
of Hie Excellency the Governor General in Council for the 
continuance of the sition as a temporary one.

In official letter of July 19th, 1921, the former Indian 
Commissioner, Mr. W. M. Graham, was requested to take the necessary 
steps to obtain a proper title for the new site selected for the 
Gordon's Indian Residential School. This site consists of the 
east half of Section 10 and all of Section 11; T. 27; R- 173 
W. 2nd. 


In replying to that letter on July 22nd, 1921, Mr. Graham 
stated that he had not the slightest doubt that the Indians would 
hand over the land to the Department gratis, but he suggested that 
the matter be allowed to stand for the time being. No further action 
was taken in this matter until 1926 and, on September 24th of that 
year, Mr. Graham again wrote the Department stating that no formal 
surrender had so far been taken and requesting instructions. 


In official letter of September 29th, 1926, he was re~- 
quested to supply a statement showing the exact site of the building 
and to make a recommendation as to what section should be set aside 
for the use of the school. He replied by letter dated October 6th, 
1926, which reads, in part, as follows:~ 


"I would ask the Department to let this matter stand in 
abeyance until I next visit the school, when I will go thorough-~ 
ly over the ground and again submit a recommendation to you.

Referring to your letter 121-1-9, dated the 
6th. ultimo, with reference to the new site selected for the 
Gordon's Indian Residential School, I beg to report that 
I proceeded to the Gordon's Reserve on the 17th. instant, 
after sending ample notice to the Band to meet me on their 
reserve on that date, for the purpose of discussing the 
matter of the school site. 


I called at the Touchwood Agency for Mr. 
Waddy, who accompanied me to the reserve, and who was 
present at the meeting. the matter was taken up very 
fully. There were forty-two voting members of the Band 
present at the meeting, and fifteen absentees. 


After discussing the matter fully and 
carefully, the Indians unanimously agreed to set aside 
the North Kast Quarter of Section Two, the South East 
Quarter of Sectéon Teny the South Half of Section Bleven, 
and Bighty acres, being the South Half of the North jest 
Cuarter of Section Eleven, all in Township 27, Range 17, 
West of the 2nd. Principal Meridian. 


Whe only conditions asked by the Band were 
that any Indian whose residence may be upon the said 
released lands, should receive compensation to enable 
him to remove his buildings, and that they should be 
compensated for any improvements which they had made 
thereon, at a fair valuation, to be arrived at by mutual 
agreement, snd further, that a road from Francis Cyr's 
house, which runs through the South ast quarter of 
Section ‘en to the main highway running through the saié 
quarter section, shall be preserved for the use of the 
Indians of the Band. "his ig their main outlet from 
the West side of the reserve. 


I looked over the ground, and 68 near 46 
I could judge where the lines ran, find that the only 
resident on that quarter section was George Pratt, whose 
buildings could be removed, I estimate, at a cost of 
about $100.00. 


here are eighteen acres under cultivation 
on this quarter, which is being used, and has been for 
some time, by the school. where appeared to be some 
doubt as to who should receive compensation for this, but 
this is a matter which can be incuired into more fully 
by the Agent. 


The Secretary -The School- 
dept. of Indian Affairs 
Ottawa. 
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he Sefool had asked in the first instance 
that all of Section Eleven be set aside for school 
purposes. Upon inquiring into the matter, one of the 
Indians stated that his hay grounds were situated on 
the North East Quarter of Section Kleven. 1 therefore 
aid not take that quarter into consideration, but they 
were ouite willing to set aside the North Wast Quarter 
of Section Two, which I know has more open land suitable 
for cultivation than the North Kast Quarter of Bleven. 


I also found objections to releasing the 
North Half of the North west Quarter of Section Kleven. 
The Indians stated, and correctly so, that their main 
road from the West and South sides of the keserve, to the 
fast and North sides, had for years passed through this 
quarter section, and if it were closed to them it would 
cause them great inconvenience. 


They also complained that the School had been 
cultivating an old field which belonged to the deceased 
Josiah Pratt, whose son is residing on this piece of land, 
and who should rightfully have the benefit of this field. 


After discussing the matter fully with the 
Indians, I had a conversation with the venerable Archdeacon 
Knowles, and informed him regarding the lands the Indians 
were in favour of releasing for school purposes. Arch- 
deacon Knowles expressed his s&tisfaction, and stated 
that in his opinion the Indians had been very generous to 
the School. 1 therefore had the Indians vote on the 
question, and 1 am submitting herewith surrender forms, 
in duplicate, duly completed, together with a declaration 
of myself, the Uhief and the Councillors, and a list 
showing the voting members of the Band, and the result of 
the vote. fhe Indians 41d not ask for any compensation 
for these lands. yhe only matter they wished to be 
assured about, was that the land would be used for the 
benefit of the school only, and should the vepartment 
at any time discontinue the Kesidential school on their 
reserve, that the land would not be used for other 
purposes, but would revert to them. 


I am enclosing the Township Plan, with the 
released lands marked thereon.

Sir:- 


Referring to your letter No. 121-1-9, dateé@ the 
24th, ultimo, in connection with the old Gordon's School 
plot, comprising ten acres in the N.E.t of Section 3,Tp.27- 
Rgewl7, Weand.Meridian in the Gordon's Reserve, I beg to 
report that tet this quarter section, together with the 
W.W.t of Section 2-27-17, were surrendered on July 4th, 
1914, in exchange for the East Half of Section 4-27-17, 
which had been patented to the Church of England. 


I took the matter up with the Indians of the 
Gordon's Band on the 17th. instant, and they unanimously 
voted in favour of transferring the ten acres, comprising 
the old school plot, to the Church. They stated that 
they had received a full half-section from the Church, 
and it was only but fair that the Church should receive 
an equal amount of land. 


Although the Department did not say it was 
necessary, I obtained a surrender of this ten acres, 
which I am forwarding herewith, in duplicate, duly 
completed, with the usual declaration, and list of 
voters attached, and trust you will find all in order. 


With reference to the buildings on this plot, 
the old stone school is still standing, The roof is in 
a badly dilapidated and dangerous condition, end I 
arranged with the Indians to have this taken down without 
expense, and informed them that they could have whatever 
lumber they were able to salvage from the roof. The 
windows, interior floors, jolsts, in fact everything in 
the shape of lumber within the school has been removed, 
and as the roof stands at present it is 4 menace, and I, 
therefore, ordered it removed. 


The frame addition referred to is only in fair 
condition. The windows have all been removed, and 
Agent Waddy informed me that he has them on hand. This 
might be handed over for Church purposes without charge.

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This school has gone down a lot and Mr, Dance has had a lot of 
trouble with staff as he took over when all the trouble was on 
switching Principals etc, during the school year, something which 
should never have been done until the start of a new school year. 
Since he has taken over he has improved conditions as far as farm 
ing goes as he has put in more crop and done some oummerfallow, and 
if given half a chance will no doubt ke a success of it as he is 
very interested in his work and is very energetic. However it is 
very hard for @ man of 57 to take over a position like this without 
previous experience, and in my opinion is a job for a younger man. 


The education os the children is the same as it was before, 
absolutely no improvement has been made. This was Gne of the things 
I understood the Department was anxious to get rid of Mr. Frayling 
for. However, in my opinion, the children of this school have been, 
and are now susesy eae as good an education as children in any 
other boarding so . 


Considerable repairs are needed and will have to be done in the 
near future. However this sehool is in wonderful condition for the 
amount of money spent on it by the Department in the last 12 years. 
Anything that was done up to the present has been paid for mostly 
out of achool grant. The new water tanks are on hand and will 

be ingtalled as soon as I can get men to do the work.

supplies. The assistance now asked for is to be treated as a strictly 
capital expenditure to meet a situation largely created by war conditions, 
and we ask your favourable consideration of, and co-operation in this matter, 
to enable us to meet a situation which is a matter of the greatest concern, 
not only to the Indian Committee, but also to the Diocese as a whole.

It was generally agreed that our greatest difficulty 
at the present time is in connection vith the operation of the farm at 
the school. For several years past, stating our case quite frankly 
little or no replacements have been made in the matter of farm machinery 
and equipment, the greater part of which is now obsolete and worn out. 
Our position is aggravated due to the fact that we have insufficient 
acreage to enable us to properly provide for the needs of the school and 
meke the necessary replacements when needed. Our arable acreage total 
is now only 125 acres. Fifty per cent being in summerfallow each year 
leeves only approximately 65 acres on which to produce feed and fodder 
for livestock and produce for use in the school. 


Our urgent need is for a medium siged tractor to be 
used for all purposes, both land and yard work, obviating the need for 
growing so much horse feed, and enabling the work to be done much nore 
expeditiously. Also « six-foot tiller combine with seeding attachment, 
(the present seed drill being of no further use). A new binder is required 
and a larger and more up-to-date feed grinder. The estimated cost of

for this assistence to be granted by the Department, for the reasons 
outlined in the first part of this letter, stressing the fact that most of 
the Indian schools operate a much larger tract of land than we have avail- 
able, thereby enabling them to more fully provide for their needs. 


The general financial position of Gordon's School has 
been carefully reviewed by our committee in conjunction with the Executive 
Committee of the Diocese, who wish to state that the Diocese is quite unable 
to provide these funds at the present time in addition to the help now being 
provided to the extent of $5,000.00, per annum in clothing and other 
supplies. The assistance now asked for is to be treated as a strictly 
capital expenditure to meet a situation largely created by war conditions, 
and we ask your favourable consideration of, and co-operation in this matter, 
to enable us to meet a situation which is a matter of the greatest concern, 
not only to the Indian Committee, but also to the Diocese as a whole.

Nowhere in our files is 
there any record of the purchase being discussed with your 
Branch,and payment for this stock was made to the Penitentiary 
from our funds. 


I would also add that, before any action towards 
transfer of these cattle was taken, the economics of keeping 
cattle at Chapleau was discussed fully with your Mr. Arneil 
and we consulted the Veterinary Director General, Department 
of Agriculture, to make certain that there were no resirictions 
on transferring cattle from Chapleau to Punnichy.

Williem Favel, aged 13 years, student of Gordon's Indian School, 
Punnichy District, Saskatchewan, state as follows:- 


On Saturday, June 14th, 1947, after we had our dinner at 12.00 
noon, we were dismissed by the boys' supervisor and told that we could go 
for a walk or if our homes were near we could go to them. I went for a 
walk around the barns and onto the highwey and then came back to the school. 
I met Ernest Whitequill, Hubert Assoon, Warran Kay, and we went down towards 
the lake. We are not allowed to go near the lake, but I have been there 
several times before with other boys. When we arrived at the lake we saw three 
girls out on the water on a raft. They were Myrtle Moostoos, Mary Whitequill, 
and Margaret Bruce. Two of the girls were sitting on the raft and Myrtle Moostoos 
was using a pole to push the raft, and as we watched them one of the girls 
stood up and then fell into the water. We were about 100 yards from them when 
this happened. ‘ Right after this one of the other girls fell into the water and 
we then ran around to the edge of the lake and Ernest Whitequill called to the 
other girl on the raft to stay on the raft. This girl was Mary Quitequill, 
Ernest's sister. The wind blew the raft in towards the shore and Ernest Whitequill 
pulled the raft into the shore and his sister, Mary, got off, and went back to 
the school. The other two girls were still in the water and I ran up to the 
school and told Mrs. Daysh, the school matron, that the two girls were in the 
water. Mr. Wickenden came with me and I showed him the spot where I had last 
seen the girls in the water and we saw one of the girls still in the water. 
Mr. Wickenden then went into the water and pulled this girl out. This wes 
Myrtle Moostoos, but there was no sign of the other girl. I was then sent back 
to the school for a swim suit for Mr. MoLeod.

We all went down towards the lake which is located at a quarter of a 
mile east of the school. When we arrived eat the lake we saw three girls 
out on the water on a raft. Two girls were sitting down and one girl was 
pushing the raft with a pole. Myrtle Jane was pushing the raft, Margaret Bruce 
and my sister, Mary Whitequill, were sitting down on the raft. As we watched 
this raft one of the girls fell into the water, and then Myrtle Jane want into 
the water, and the other girl stayed on the raft. Williem Favel and I raced 
around the edge of the lake and told the other girl to stay on the raft. This 
girl stayed until it was blown to the edze of the lake and then I pulled it in 
to the shore and helped my sister off the raft. Williem Favel ran towards the 
school to tell Mr. Daysh that the other two girls were in the water and I brought 
my sister back to the school.

Joan said, "Maybe she is down by 
the lake", and we both walked towards the lake, which is located about a quarter 
of a mile east of the school. When we arrived at the lake I saw three girls 
on a raft. They were: Myrtle Moostoos, Margaret Bruce, and Mary Whitequill. 
They were quite a way from the shore. Shortly after we arrived at the l&e 
shore some boys came down and then Williem Favel came over and told us to come 
and tell the matron that the girls were in the water. Joan and I ran up to 
the school, but by the time we arrived William Favel had run to the school 
himself and both Joan and I went into the washroom. I have been down to the 
lake several times before with Myrtle Moostoos. I know that it is against the 
regulations for any of. us girls to go near the lake, or to leave the playground 
without permission.

After 
I had been in the playground for about an hour, I was walking towards the 
gate to the girls’ playground when I met Mabel Matchechuk, aged 14 years, 
who asked m if I knew where Myrtle Moostoos was. I said "Maybe Myrtle is 
down by the lake", as Myrtle had been down by the lake before. Mable and 
I walked down to the lake and when we arrived Mabel saw three girls on a 
raft and said, "There they are", and when I looked the raft was quite a way 
out from the shore going in a north easterly direction. Several boys came down 
to the lake at this time and as we watched the raft we saw Myrtle jump off the 
raft and William Favel told us to come and tell Mrs. Daysh, the school matron. 
Williem Favel, however, came to the school himself, ahead of us, and told 
Mrs. Daysh, and we stayed at the school. I did not see Margaret Bruce leave 
the raft. I have been down to the lake about three times. I have been told 
by the school Matron, Mrs. Daysh, that I was not allowed to go near the lake, 
and also that I am not allowed to leave the girls’ playground without permission.

Mary Whitequill, aged 12 years, student, states as follows: 


On Saturday, June 14th, 1947, at about 1.00 P.M., I was in 
the girls’ wash-room and Myrtle Moostoos came in and asked me to walk down to 
the lake with her. I started off with Myrtle Moostoos and Margaret Bruce, 
azed 10 years. The lake is on the east side of the school, and we arrived at this 
point and there was a raft made of gasoline drums near the pump house. Myrtle 
got on this raft, and Margaret and I took our stockings off and played around 
in the water for a short time. Myrtle then called to us to come and get on the 
raft, which we did. Myrtle then pushed the raft out into the water with a pole 
that was on the raft and we started off across the lake. We were going in a 
north-easterly direction. Myrtle then saw two girls coming from the school, and 
said: "Let's hurry” as she did not want any more girls on the raft. We then 
saw some boys coming towards the leke and Margaret said "Let's jump off as they 
might throw stones at us", and Margaret then jumped off the raft into the water. 
The water was too deep for Margaret at this point and Myrtle passed the pole 
towards her and told her to grab it. Margaret tried to reach the pole but could 
not do so. Myrtle then said, "I will jump off and try and catch Margaret", and 
Myrtle then jumped off the raft and let the stick go and I was on the raft by 
myself. Myrtle tried to swim but could not do so and she went down into the 
water, and was not able to get anywhere near Margaret. Margaret disappeared in 
the water. I sat still on the raft and the wind blew it towards the shore and 
when it arrived my brother, Ernest Whitequill, aged 15 years, pulled the reft 
in and I got off and walked back to the school.

With reference to my telegram of the 14th instant advising 
of the death of two Indian girl pupils of the Gordon's Indian Residential 
School by drowning, I wish to report as follows: 


At approximately 4.00 P.M, Saturday, the 14th instant, 
while at the Fort Qu'Appelle Indian Hospital on other business, I received a 
telephone call from Dr. Golfman at Punnichy, advising me of the death by drowning 
of two Indian girl pupils of the Gordon's Indian Residential School and asking ms 
whether an inquest should be held. I informed him that in my opinion an inquest 
was very necessary and that he should make arrangements for same. 


I proceeded to the Gordon's School as soon as I had finished 
my business at the Fort Qu'Appelle Hospital. At the Gordon's School I talked 
to Reverend D.C. Wickenden and Mr. Mayo, joint acting Principals of the Gordon's 
School, also the engineer and Cpl. Playford, of the R.C.M. Police. Dr. Golfman 
had been at the school and taken what action he considered necessary and returned 
to Punnichy, and I did not see him. Indian Agent Mr. R.S. Davis, and kr. Havers, 
Clerk, were away at the Nut Lake Reserve paying Treaty and Mr. Davis did not get 
to the school until late in the evening. Enclosed are copies of statements of 
Mary Whitequill, Joan Blind, Mabel Matchechuk, Ernest Whitequill, and William Favel, 
all pupils of the school. The statements in question were given to Cpl. T.w. Play- 
ford, R.C.M, Police. 


The two girls who had drowned are Myrtle Moostoos, 16 years 
old, from the James Smith's Reserve, Duck Lake Agency, and Margaret Bruce, 11 years 
old, from the Day Star Reserve, Touchwood Agency. Also with them on the raft was 
a third girl, Mery Whitequill, 11 years old, who was saved. lvidence at the 
inquest will probably revea) that these three girls were supposed to be playing in 
the girls’ playground at the time. Apparently they, and possibly others, had left 
the playground unnoticed, crossed the road, proceeded through the garden and two 
fences down to the shore of the small lake which has been used to supply water for 
the school. There is evidence that they played on the shore of the lake ea short 
time, then proceeded around the lake to where ea raft was lying on the shore. 
Apparently they played on the shore of the lake a short time, then they pushed the 
raft out on the water and boarded it. ‘There was a fairly high wind blowing and 
the raft drifted lengthwise of the lake, which is about 400 yards long. The girls 
had clung to the raft until nearing the far shore when apparently they became 
frightened. The girl, Margaret Bruce, fell off the raft and the older giri, 
Myrtle Moostoos, jumped*into the water in’ an effort to rescue her. The third girl, 
Mary Whitequill, clung to the raft and was saved. 


The raft referred to is constructed of oil drums held together 
by a hastily constructed framework and had been used at the time of the spring 
break-up when some of the school staff were giving attention to the pump which 
had been on the ice of the leke. It had apparently been left on the shore of the 
lake efter they finished with it. 


Mr. Wickenden and Mr. Mayo both informed me that the area 
of the lake was out of bounds to all of the children and that it was strictly 
against orders for the children to go down to the lake. However, eat this particular 
time, about 2.00 P.M, on Saturday afternoon, it would appear that several children 
were at or near the lake, both girls and boys, as it was a boy who ran to the 
school and reported the accident as he hed seen it from the shore of the lake.

Mrs. Daysh: (Matron) 


At one o'clock on June 14, I told Miss Coe (Girls' 
Supervisor) to go off duty for awhile. I would be in the hall 
and go in and out to see that the children were all right. At 
the seme time I was trying on dresses for the junior girls in 
the hall. It must have been just after 2 o'clock when one of 
the boys came in ami seid that 2 of the girls were drowning. I 
came in and told Mr. Mayo and Mr. Wickenden. 


The girls are not allowed to go off by themselves. They 
hed been told about that the week before, I had told them and 
asked Mr. Mayo to make a public announcement in the dining room, 
which he dia very forcefully after supper one evening. They were 
worrying their supervisor very much because they had taken into 
going into the space across the road which used to be Mr. Fray- 
ling's garden and they were not supposed to be there. They have 
a large space of their own with playground equipment. The Satur- 
day previous I had been shaking mats on the front steps and heard 
voices and saw a red sweater in that garden. I went over and 
saw Myrtle Jane Moostos, Mabel Matchechuck, Betty Moosemay and 
Myrtle McNab,with some younger girls, coming up the path. I 
told them they were doing wrong by taking the little girls and 
encouraging them to go out of bounds. I aid not realize this 
garden gave them such easy access to the lake. On the Monday 
it worried me so much I asked Mr. Mayo to speek to the girls 
about going out of their pleyground,.

The lake is generally known to be out of bounds and 
all the staff de aware of this and that no child should go down 
without some definite reason. I am joint Acting-Principal and 
my particular sphere of influence is the supervision of the 
children in the various phases of their work and recreation. 
Boys and girls know quite definitely that the leke is out of 
bounds and girls particularly, know that their proper place is 
their own playground, ami that they should not be out of it 
without permission, unless they are occupied in the school. I 
have two smell children and have allowed smiler girls at times 
to play with my children on my grounds. I have not encouraged 
the older girls to come in end I have often sent girls awey. I 
have told them that they must ask permission of iirs. Wick enden 
or of me before they play with the children. 


On Saturdey, June 14th, after lunch, I came back to 
the office to work. At about 2 o'clock the matron came in and 
announced that two girls were reported to have drowned in the 
lake. Williem Favel, the school boy who brought the information, 
appeared and confirmed this. I called for blankets and immedia- 
tely ran off with William Favel, followed by William Anderson 
(a general helper on the ferm). The boy guided us to the north 
shore of the lake where he had seen the girls fall in, and with 
very little loss of time we saw one body floating, barely sub- 
merged. I took off a little clothing, waded in, and swam and 
waded back to shore with the body. I recognized it as Myrtle 
Moostos. About this time Mr. Mayo appeared and blankets came. 
Without delay I began artificial respiration. I continued salane 
until the doctor arrived, which would be shortly before three.

On the 14th of June between 2.30 and 3.00 p. mM, 
I had a phone call from Mr. Mayo, who said that two girls 
were drowned, or epparently drowned, at the lake east of 
the school and could I come right out. I immediately called 
Mr. Davis to inform him of the accident, but he was away on 
another Reserve. I algo called the Mounted Police but learned 
later that they were already at the scene of the accident. I 
arrived at the school about 15 minutes after the phone call. 
Mr. Mayo met me at the School and we proceeded down to the lake. 
When I arrived there I saw a body, which was later identified 
as that of Myrtle Jane Moostos, and Mir. Wickenden was giving 
her artificial respiration at the time. Artificial respiration 
was carried on according to my instructions and stimulants were 
injected intra-muscularly. I could not detect any visible pulse 
nor were there any respirations. I assisted in the artificial 
respiration for almost en hour, changing off with Mr. Wicken- 
den, but the body failed to respond ta any treatment. Death 
was due to drowning. We could not find the other body at that 
time, 


On June 16th, at about noon, I was informed by the 
Mounted Police of Punnichy that the other body had been re~- 
coveredfrom the lake, and as coroner I came out and viewed the 
body. I was unable to go out until ebout 5 o'clock, Wien I 
arrived there the body was at the edge of the lake, face down, 
and it was the body of Margaret Bruce. She was identified by 
Mr. Wickenden. Whe was quite dead and death was apparently 
due to drowning.

purpose of diseus#ing the plans of the proposed new Indian 
Residential School at Sturgeon Landing, Sask. I have pre- 
pared a rough sketch of the proposed building,which will 
accommodate epproximately 110 children. I prépared this 
plan after obtaining the necessary information from His 
Lordship, and I may say that he has approved of the general 
layout and accommodation as provided for in the sketch plans, 


As thore is only $25,000. available in this 
year's estimates for this work it will be possible to make 
& commencement only of the building, and His Lordship has 
approved of my suggestion to erect the rear portion of 
the building, which is somewhat similar to the first unit 
of the Coqualeetza Institute, this year, There will be 
sufficient funds to erect this portion of the building and 
also to provide water, light and drainage for the building. 


With reference te the sewage disposal system, 
water supply and electric lighting plant, Bishop Charlebois 
informed me that the engineers of the Water Power Branch 
in Winnipeg are somewhat familiar with this locality, and 
intimated to me that if they received instructions from 
Ottawa they would be Glad to visit the site of the proposed 
building and report to the Department on the above mentioned 
Systems. With your approval [I will direct a letter to the 
Dominion Water Power Branch and asi them to give their 
engineers the nesessary authority to visit the site and submit 
& report on the water, light and sewerage systems for the 
building when weather conditions will permit. 


Owing to the short building season at Sturgeon 
Landing tenders should be invited as early as possible, and 
I expect to have the plans and Specifipations ready by the 


end of this month. >

All mechanics, labourers, or other persons who perform labour in 
the construction of the work hereby contracted for, shall be paid 
such wages as are generally accepted as current from time to time 
during the continuance of the contract for competent workmen in the 
district in which the work is being performed for the character or 
class of work in which they are respectively engaged, and if there 
be no current rates in such district, then fair and reagonable rates, 
and shall work such hours as are customary in the trade in the district 
where the work is carried on, or if there be no custom of the trade 
as respects hours in the district, then fair and reasonable hours, 
unless for the protection of life and property, or for other cause 
shown to the satisfaction of the Minister of Labour, longer houre of 
service are required, The Minieter of Lebour may at any time and from 
time to time determine for the purposes of this contract, what are 
the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages, and the current 
er fair and reasenable hours, and may from time to time rescind, 
revoke, amend or vary any such decision, provided that his determination 
and any amendment or variation shall not be operative prior to the 
period of three months immediately preceding the date thereof, Where 
there are special circumstances which in the judgment of the Minister 
of Labour make it expedient that he should do so, he may, in the manner 
and subject to the provisions hereinabove set forth, decide what are 
the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and 
what is the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages 
and hours, Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision of the 
Minister of Labour hereunder the contractor shall adjust the wages and 
hours and classification of work so as to give effect to such decision. 
In case the contractor shall fail so to do, or to pay to any employee 
or employees for any services performed or for any hours of labour, 
wages according to the rates fixed therefor by the Minieter of Labour, 
the Minister of Labour may authorize and direct the Minister to pay any 
such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount thereof from 
any moneys owing by the Government to the contractor and any such pay- 
ment shall for 411 purposes as between the contractor and the Govern- 
ment be deomed and taken to be payment to the contractor, and the 
contractor shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, 
direction and payment ae aforesaid. The powers of the Minister of 
Labour hereunder shall not be exercised as to any employee or employees 
where it is established to his satisfaction that an agreement in writing 
exists and is in effect between the contractor and the class of employ- 
ees to which such employee or employees belong or the authorized repre~ 
sentatives of such clase of employees fixing rates of wages, overtime 
conditions and houre of labour.

This will acknowledge your letter of April 11th 
asking for an investigation and report on the feasibility of 
erecting a small hydro-electric power plant and rec ommenéations 
regarding a water supply an@ sewage éisposal system in connect~- 
fon with the above mentioned school. 


I have already written to The Pas inquiring as 
to the first sailing of the steamer from The Pas to Sturgeon 
Landing ané will arrange to have the necessary survey made 
at the carliest possible date. If a power plant, water supply 
and sewage disposal system are to be built it would be most 
desirable to have this work done by contract, and poseibly 
by the contractor building the school, and in my opinion 
4t will be more economical and facilitate matters a great 
deal if a complete detail survey is made right at the start. 
The plans of such a survey would then permit of a general 
layout or any alternatives that may be later decided upon when 
preparing estimates of the cost of construction. 


I am also trying to arrange to have Bishop Charle- 
bois visit the site at the time of the inspection. 


In the fourth paragraph of your letter you ask for 
estimates of cost and detailed specifications. In order to 
secure this information it is necessary to obtain from 
machinery firme in Winnipeg prices on the machinery required, 
and ae this entails a considerable amount of work on the part 
of the firms in Winnipeg it seems to me that it would be only 
fair that the Department of Indian Affaire give these firms an 
opportunity of tendering on the machinery required. Most of 
these firms are branches of the large Zastern and American 
firms and I have found their prices compare favourably with 
those received in the Mast, and unless they can be given some 
assurance that they will be given an opportunity of tendering 
on this work you can hardly expect them to continue to supply 
quotations. 


When eubmitting my report containing plans, es- 
timates ané specifications, I will eubmit a list of names of 
firme from whom prices have been received for the various 


equipment required.

Attached hereto ies a copy of a letter which has 
been received from the Department of Indian Affaire with re- 
reference to the proposed Indian residential sohool near 
Sturgeon Landing, in which a request is made for 4 report on 
the feasibility of erecting 4 emall hydro-electric power plant 
and recommendations regarding water supply and sewage disposal 
systems. I shall be obliged if you will arrange to have this 
report made in accordance with the request of the Indian 
Department. 


We are advised by the Department that Bishop 
Charlebois has already been in communication with you and that 
you have arranged to accompany him to the site of this school, 
for the purpose of obtaining the material for this report. 


The report which is now desired would be in the 
nature of a preliminary {nvestigation to outline the most de- 
girable scheme for supplying the school with power and water. 
The exact location of the achool has not yet been fixed ana 
you should advise on that point, so that the location may 
be decided upon with due regard both to water supply and sew- 
age disposal, as well as hydro-electric power if this should 


be decided upon. Thies scheme appears to be similar to the 
one now being carried out for the MeIntosh school and probably 
the game conditions will govern construction methods. 


The report which you are now askeé to prepare will 
naturally be of a general nature, but any estimates of cost 
ghoulé be very carefully prepared. If the general plan sub- 
mitted by you is approved by the Indian Department, detailed 
surveys and estimates will be necessary with specifications 
for the machinery required; these specifications also should 
be complete ané accurate in detail, ae the Indian Department 
will no doubt buy the machinery themselves, as they have de~- 
oided to do in the case of the school at McIntosh. 


It is probable also that unless this outel de work 
is carried on at the same time a6 the building of the school 
that it will have to be done by day labour. 


These considerations and other details which you 
will learn from the Inspector of Indien Agencies at Winnipeg 
should be of assistance in A@eciéing whether or not to recom~ 
mené the installation of 4 hydro-electric development.
